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‘14'agents in embassy’ 
stirs minimal reaction 


OTTAWA (CP) — The controversy over 
Soviet spies in Canada bubbled up attain 
Friday with new alienations that 14 Russian 
embassy personnel are acting as intelli¬ 
gence agents for the Soviet secret police. 

Ontario Conservative MP Otto Jellnek re 
leased a list of Soviet diplomats in Ottaw a he 
said are working as intelligence officers. 

Jellnek distributed the names to the gov¬ 
ernment and to reporters and said the in 
formation came from reliable sources "in¬ 
directly connected" with the RCMP's secu¬ 
rity service. 

There was no immediate confirmation or 


denial of the charge by the government. 
Deputy Prime Minister Allan MacKachen 
told reporters he is neither brushing off the 
charges nor getting excited about them 
"Surely the security service is on their 
toes and aware of what Mr Jelinek is 
saying in the House of Commons." MacKa- 
chen said. 

Jelinek demanded in the Commons that 
the government review the status of all 
Soviet diplomats, that replacements be 
thoroughly screened and that travel per

Canadians attempted 
to recruit us—Soviets 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Soviet Union has 
charged that Canadian agents attempted 
to recruit two .Soviet officials as spies here 
but the RCMP has refused to confirm or 
deny the report. 

The Moscow newspaper I 7 .ve.Mia. an offi* 
cial government organ, said in a Friday 
report that the RCMP asked I V. Zakharov, 
then second secretary in the Soviet Em¬ 
bassy here, to spy for the force in 1976 but 
Zakharov refused. Zakharov is now in Mo¬ 
scow . 

The newspaper said that Thomas Quilley. 
described as "one of the chiefs of the Ca 


nadian special service,’ attempted to re 
cruit a Soviet trade official identified by Iz- 
vestia as "M.” 

The only ThOmas tyjRtey in the greater 
Ottawa directory is listed as a member of 
the solicitor-general’s office but he refused 
comment on the story. Ue refused even to 
give his occupation in the solicitor-general's 
office. 

The solicitor-general is responsible for the 
RCMP.

29. the fourth man involved 
in the killing of Emanuel Jaques pleaded guilty lo 
first-degree murder when the trial began Feb. 13. 

The boy was drowned last summer after being 
sexually attacked in an apartment rented by Kribs. 
Woods and Gruener. His body was left on the roof of a 
downtown Yonge Street building that housed the 
apartment and a body-rub parlor. 

The three men will be sentenced March 17.

Details of the the new 
trains, which have been or¬ 
dered at a cost of $60 million, 
were disclosed Friday by 
Angus Campbell, vice-presi- 
denf of VIA Rail Canada.

Union sources said it was a 
matter of deciding to use the 
element of surprise.

Hydro too much advance 
warning of job action. 

The latest disappointment 
came Thursday when talks 
initiated in Victoria by Labor 
Minister Allan Williams 
broke off within hours in an 
atmosphere of hopelessness 

Even Williams said the di 
vision was one that would 


probably require some kind 
of jotyiiction. 

Further complicating the 
situation is the fact that the 
ATU is only one of three 
Hydro unions in a., legal po¬ 
sition lo pull the pjn. 

The Office and Technical 
Employees Union, represent¬ 
ing 3.100 members, hasn't 
said what its immediate 
plans are; nor has an Inter¬ 


national Brotherhood of Elec 
trical Workers local cover 
ing 600 gas workers 

The three unions are hung 
up on various issues. 

Some unions sources main 
lain Hydro is counting on 
the labor minister to force a 
return to work under recent 
essential services legislation 
But Williams has indicated 
he is in no hurry to follow 
that route.

He said the Canadian-de¬ 
signed trains would be capa¬ 
ble of speeds of 125 miles an 
hour and would he equipped 
w ith a banking system, using 
electronic sensors and hy¬ 
draulic cylinders, enabling 
higher operating speeds 
through curves. 

The new trains would be 
lighter, lower in profile and 
would be quicker, more com¬ 
fortable and more economi¬ 
cal than existing equipment, 
he said. 

Campbell said one of the 
prime objectives of VIA 
would be to eliminate costly 
duplication of services. 

’Once this has been ac¬ 
complished. we can then 
study those services which 
have a good potential but are 
handicapped <by lack of at¬ 
tractive schedules, frequency, 
or perhaps running times.”

TURIN. Italy (UP1) — The 
assassination of a policeman, 
the defection of four lawyers 
and a court ruling in Rome 
Friday thwarted for the third 
time the Italian govern¬ 
ment's attempt to bring to 
trial its most feared guerrilla 
gang. 

Three left-wing terrori st 
assassinated police warrant 
officer Rosario Berardi. a 
witness in the Red Brigades 
trial, as he waited for a 
streetcar outside his home. 

When the trial’s second 
session opened shortly after 
wards, four court-appointed 
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PRINCE GEORGE (CP) -

Sid in England has a better 
case for being admitted to 
Canada as an immigrant 
than the Insurance Corp. of 
B.C.’s president.

had not sufficiently adver¬ 
tised for a Canadian to take 
the job. Immigration author 
ities initially were going to 
refuse Sherrell 'admittance 
on the same basis. 

The city said it had adver 
Used across the country for 14 
months and had not found a 
suitable applicant for the job 
of city building inspector. 
ICBC also said it had con 
ducted a search, though of 


much shorter duration and 
had failed to find a suitable 
Canadian candidate 

But Sid Jones left the coun 
try when his visitor’s visa 
expired because immigration 
authorities would not relent 
in his case, while Sherrell 
was admitted this week, in 
part because Employment 
and Immigration Minister 
Bud Cullen said ICBC had a 
Canadian board chairman. 

“Sherrell doesn't even 
have relatives in this country 
and many others get their 


family here without prob¬ 
lems.” said Sam Jones in an 
interview Thursday. "So why 
didn’t they let Sid come to 
live here?” 

He said Sid had a greater 
right to come to Canada than 
most others. 

“My brother served with 
the 109 Bomber Squadron 
during the Second World 
War. That was a Canadian 
squadron. I also served in the 
Royal Canadian Navy,” saio 
Sam. 


Cullen permitted Sherrell 
to lake his $80,000-a-vear 
ICBC job after an ICBC dele¬ 
gation had gone to Ottawa to 
plead their case in favor of 
the American executive. 

Cullen said "In view of 
the appointment of a Canadi 
an as chairman of the (ICBC) 
board. I am prepared ... to 
recommend . that an 
order-in-council be issued to 
authorize Mr. Sherrell’s ad¬ 
mission.” 

Ralph Gillen. ICBC chair¬ 
man. is also from the U S., 
but has acquired Canadian 
citizenship during the last 
several years.

Forget that pipeline , 
Kitimat firm warned 


OTTAWA (CP) - Environ¬ 
ment Minister Len Marchand 
warned Kitimat Pipe Line 
Ltd. Friday to think twice 
before going ahead with its 
application to build an oil 
pipeline between Kitimat and 
Edmonton 

Marchand told the Com¬ 
mons the federal government 
had made a dear statement 
that it does not see the need 
for a West Coast oil port in 
the foreseeable future 

But Frank Oberle (Prince 
George-Peace River) said 
the Kitimat application is 
still before the National En¬ 
ergy Board, despite the state¬ 
ment by the minister last 
month. 

Energy experts In Ottawa 
say they feel the Kitimat ap¬ 
plication is being kept alive 


because of a statement made 
by Prime Minister Trudeau 
that the pipeline issue could 
be reconsidered If the oil is 
ever needed to meet Canadi 
an needs. 

They say that Kitimat is 
unlikely to take any action 
until the National Energy 
Board completes a study in 
September of oil supply and 
demand, including the need 
for oil ports. They also expect 
Kitimat to be an active par¬ 
ticipant in the oil hearings, 
attempting to show the oil 
will be needed for domestic 
needs. 

Kitimat planned to build a 
$750-million line to connect 
with existing pipelines in Ed¬ 
monton that stretch into the 
U S. Oil delivered by tanker 
from Alaska to Kitimat would 


be moved into the U S. mar¬ 
ket. * 

But Trudeau suggested If 
the line were designed only 
for the U.S. market, the com¬ 
panies should look for a port 
on the U.S. coastline. 

When he announced the 
cabinet decision that a port 
isn't needed now. Marchand 
said he felt that killed the 
Kitimat proposal. 

In the Commons Friday, 
the minister said: 

“If 1 were Kitimat or any 
other oil company I'd think 
twice about proceeding with 
an applieation because the 
government of Canada made 
a very clear decision relating 
to the question of a West 
Coast oil port in that we do 
not see the need for the fore¬ 
seeable future."

sugars, blood serum and sill- 
cone oil. 

The successful maturation 
medium for eggs fertilized by 
(he body cells was enriched 
with unspecified various 
sugars and lactic acid. 

Darwin found that a serial 
nuclear transfer—one In 
which an egg so fertilized had 
Its nucleus removed and un¬ 
derwent a second so-called 
fertilization—had livelier re¬ 
sults. . 

A fungus substance called 
eytocalchasine B was mixed 1 
In a centrifuge with both 
Max's body cells and the eggs 
to remove the nuclei. Then an 
unnamed solution at low tem¬ 
perature removed outer' 
layers of what remained of 
the eggs This was mixed 
with an inactive virus to 
cause fusion with the genetic 
material, and the tempera¬ 
ture was elevated. 

Seven embryos of perhaps 
64 cells in size were implant¬ 
ed in the wombs of different 
women without success, but 
the final implantation result¬ 
ed in Sparrow's pregnancy. 

Born in California by natu¬ 
ral childbirth in December, 
1976. the purportedly cloned I 
boy is healthy and living with 
Max and Sparrow.

mits for Soviet diplomats now in the country 
be cancelled pending an investigation. 

The embassy rejected his charges and 
said that 13 members of its staff that 
were expelled recently for attempting to 
subvert a member of the RCMP have not yet 
been replaced. 

Jelinek said he has no proof to back his 
charges. But he said the same informants 
provided a similar list of 20 diplomats two 
years ago and that 17 of those have since 
been expelled, replaced or asked not to 
return to Canada 

"To my knowledge, these people have 
been taking part in espionage activities,” he' 
told reporters. “1 have complete confidence 
in my informants." 

Solicitor-General Jean Jacques Blais, 
after refusing comment in the Commons, 
told reporters “this is no joke. ” 

Blais has refused to answer all security 
service related questions since the RCMP 
began an investigation of similar allegations 
made recently by Conservative Tom Cossitt. 

Cossitt has alleged that nearly half of the 
Russian embassy staff since 1970 has been 
acting as secret police—KGB—agents, that 
the RCMP has known this but that the 
government has failed to act on the informa¬ 
tion. 

However, the government has threatened 
Cossitt with arrest under the Official Se¬ 
crets Act. saying his information came from 
a top-secret file that must be returned at 
once in the interests of national security. 

Blais last week ordered Cossitt to return 
the file, entitled Canadian Related Acti¬ 


vities of the Russian Intelligence Service. 
Cossitt said Monday it was never in his 
possession. 

Jelinek said his information had nothing to 
do with the Official Secrets Act and should 
not be kept from the public. 

The Toronto MP said he was acting in the 
interests of a national security but the go- 
vernnment is not. 

"The fact the government is not acting on 
information gathered by the RCMP is more 
damaging,” he said. RCMP informants 
were leaking information to the opposition 
out of a sense of frustration with the 
got's inaction. 

MacEachen said Jelinek should be reas¬ 
sured about the efficiency of the government 
concerning espionage operations because of 
the Soviets forced out of Canada. 

Meanwhile, the controversy over Cossitt 
appears to have cooled for the weekend. 
Blais has told MPs they will be advised if 
charges are to be laid and most of the cabi¬ 
net, including Blais, is visiting western Can¬ 
ada with Prime Minister Trudeau. 

Cossitt has been waiting patiently at his 
home in nearby Brockville, Ont. for the 
government’s next move. 

The MP for Leeds has indicated, however, 
that next week he may disclose a list of 
civil servants said to have received copies of 
the top secret document named by Blais. 
There were reports as many as 58 copies or 
summaries of the file have been circulated 
among government departments. 

The solicitor-general, in a reversal of his 
actions the previous week, has refused 
all comment on the affair inside and outside 
the Commons.

Izvestia said that Quilley 
approached “M" with the as¬ 
signment in December, 1977.

LONDON (Reuter) — The United Stale# 
and Britain have decided to try to bring 
together all parties in the dispute over Rho 
desla’s future, Including Prime Minister Ian 
Smith, moderate nationalists and guerrilla 
leaders 

British Foreign Secretary David Owen 
made the announcement Friday and said the 
aim of the initiative i« to secure irreversible 
hlaek majorlty rule by the end of 1078. 

The plan involves bringing the leaders 
of the externally-based Patriotic Front 
black guerrilla alliance together with Smith 
and the three moderate black leaders with 
whom he signed an "internal'’ settlement 
agreement in Salisbury last Friday. 

Patriotic Front leaders Joshua Nkomo 
and Robert Mugabe have condemned the 
Salisbury settlement and threatened to con 
tinue the bush war they have been waging 
against Smith's regime for the last five 
years 

U.S. President Carter called Thursday 
for a meeting of Rhodesian nationalist lead 
ers, but Owen’s statement made it clear that 


Smith will be included in the new Anglo- 
American initiative. 

Owen's statement gave no Indication 
what kind of meetings the United States and 
Britain are planning to convene, nor wheth¬ 
er the initiative will be acceptable to ajl or 
any of the parties involved. 

The statement said the decision was 
taken at a meeting Wednesday between 
Carter and Owen in Washington 

Carter said Thursday he doubted whelh 
er there could be a permanent peace w ithout 
including all parties in a settlement 

The three nationalist leaders who signed 
the Salisbury agreement are Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa. who is currently in the United 
Stales, Rev. Ndabanlngi Sithole and Chief 
Jeremiah Chlrau. , 

Nkomo and Mugabe, who addressed a 
UN Security Council debate on Rhodesia on 
Thursday, are due to meet Owen here Mon

Looking for 
a real challenge? 

THE SADDEST NUMBERS to appear in print 
recently are in a report which says 785 children 
in the Capital district, from Sooke to the Gulf 
Islands, have been “taken into care" by the 
provincial ministry of human resources. 

Translated from the jargon, that means 
these children, from newborn babies to girls and 
boys in their teens, have been taken from their 
homes and parents, or have been abandoned by 
them. Sometimes the parents were negligent, 
sometimes children were abused, sometimes 
parents split up or got sick. For one reason or 
another, these families didn't work — and the 
children were left. 

Just think, 785 children. That's a small 
army. There’s a tidy bureaucratic phrase for 
them. They are “the products of broken homes." 

But they are also children, vulnerable, need¬ 
ing a place and a chance but. unlike adults, 
unable to make a decent one for themselves in 
society without some help. 

The Ministry of Human Resources says it 
only takes children into care after everything 
else — counselling, homemakers, child care 
workers — has been tried. What happens next? If 
these youngsters get lucky, good foster parents 
happen next. 

Volunteer foster families are looking after 
432 of these children. The rest, 353 of them, are 
in emergency homes, therapeutic homes, group 
homes, live-in homes, boarding homes and insti¬ 
tutions. 

Most parents will concede that it may be the 
most important but it's also the most under¬ 
rated and maybe the toughest job in the world to 
do well. Too much on-the-job training. Happily, 
there are some people who have a special knack 
for it. Blessed is the foster child who comes into 
the home of one of them. 

Who is the ministry prepared tirconsider for 
foster parents? 

Families, of course, but also couples without 
children, single people, single parents — “car¬ 
ing, responsible adults with patience, under¬ 
standing and a sense of humor. Families on 
income assistance are eligible” 

Government provides both a maintenance 
allowance and support services for foster par¬ 
ents.

A matter of time 


THE PEOPLE in Colwood and Langford may 
never welcome government in general or plan¬

The community plan is the document which 
will control land use (and therefore development 
of the Western community) over the next 20 
years. It's not written in stone and can be 
amended, but. for the 28.000 people living out 
there it's an important paper which has been in 
the making for more than three years.

That bit of silliness apart, there has been a 
multitude of public meetings and information 
forums on the Western Community Plan, some 
of them attracting more than 200 people. 

Three and a half years to put together this 
plan, with frequent opportunities for opinions 
from residents, is long enough. The time had 
come to act. The board should have — and did.

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SS-20: Beyond the need of Soviet defence

LONDON — The Soviet Union's new 
SS-20 intermediate range ballistic mis¬ 
sile “is a far more dangerous weapon 
than the neutron bomb.” Prime Minis¬ 
ter James Callaghan has told the House 
of Commons. 

Mr. Callaghan did not comment on 
the controversial question of whether 
the neutron bomb being developed by 
the United States should be deployed in 
Europe. But he was clearly impatient 
with a Labor left-winger s question de¬ 
ploring the neutron bomb while saying 
nothing about Soviet deployment of new 
nuclear missiles and the continuous im¬ 
provement in size and quality of Soviet 
armed forces in general. 

A defence white paper published 
Feb. 20 says the improvement in Soviet 
forces goes ••well beyond the need of 
any purely defensive posture." 

American concern over the SS-20 
arises from the fact that It is mobile, 
and that although it Is only Intermediate 
range in its present two-stage configu¬ 
ration. the addition of a third stage 
would make it inter continental. 

Britain and other European allies, 
however, are concerned about the pres 
ent implications of the SS-20. of which 20 
are believed to have been deployed. The 
missile can reach most major European 
cities from bases within the Soviet 
Union. Neither the French nor the Brit¬ 
ish, Europe's two nuclear powers, have 
anything comparable (the French land 
based intermediate-range missile is not 
mobile), nor does the United States. 

Mr. Callaghan said there would be a 


"formidable prospect facing the world" 
unless all the new weapons now being 
prepared or deployed — and not Just the 
neutron bomb — were brought under 
some form of arms control. 

The white paper on defence says that 
within the last 10 years, Soviet nuclear 
submarines have Increased from 44 to 
104, missile-armed cruisers and de¬ 
stroyers from six to 23, and battle tanks 
from 7.250 to 9,000. 

The Soviet Union has t.2 surface 
ships for every such ship of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, the white 
paper says. It has 1.4 submarines for 
every NATO submarine. In sea-based 
tactical Tighter aircraft. NATO and the 
Warsaw Pact are even. 

But on the crucial Central European 
front, the ratios are again unfavorable 
to NATO: 1.2 to 1 in soldiers. 2.7 to 1 in 
main battle tanks. 2.5 to 1 in artillery 
and 2.4 to i in fixed-wing tactical air¬ 
craft. 

If French forces in West Germany 
and the French fleet and Air Force 
were excluded from the NATO lineup, 
these figures would be even less favor¬ 
able. 

The defence white paper included the 
French in its calculations although 
France does not participate in NATO's 
integrated military command struc¬ 
ture. Opposition spokesmen immedi¬ 
ately accused the government of “du¬ 
plicity" but major newspapers agreed 
that in any overall conflict with the 
Soviet Union. French forces almost cer¬ 
tainly would be fighting on the NATO 
side.

The white paper was concerned to 
show that despite successive defence 
cuts. Britain still is pulling its weight In 
tly alliance, and that from 1979-80 de 
fence expenditures will rise by the three 
per cent per annum NATO" countries 
agreed on last year as their goal. 

Britain spends 4.9 per cent of its 
gross domestic product on defence, 
more than any other NATO country 
except the United States. Furthermore, 
it devoted a higher proportion (21.8 per 
cent) of its 1977 budget on major new 
equipment than any of 11 allies covered 
in a recent NATO survey. 

Britain's contribution to NATO is in 
four areas: the defence of the British 
Isles and their approaches: the eastern 
Atlantic and English Channel: the Cen¬ 
tral European front: and the nuclear 
deterrent 


The total defence budget for 1978-79 
will be 6,919 million pounds, or nearly 
$13.8 billion. Under a force-lmprove 
ment program agreed to at the NATO 
summit In London last May. 1,900 sol¬ 
diers will be added to the Army, anti 
lank missiles and anti-armor weapons 
will be increased, the commando car¬ 
rier HMS Bulwark will be restored to 
full operation, a Royal Marines com 
mando unit will be assigned to NATO, 
and a second unit will be fully trained 
for Arctic and mountain warfare a year 
earlier than planned.

Overseas defence sales contribute to 
Britain's balance of payments, the 
white paper said.

Crack-down on crime, permissiveness 


HAVANA — The Cuban 
government has tabled a 
tough new penal code which 
prescribes the death penalty 
for a dozen crimes ranging 
from some types of murder to 
"pederasty with violence."

The new draft code is the 
focal poinCDf a campaign 
against delinquency and "the 
anti social conduct which still 
subsists in our society." The 
campaign is being pursued 
vigorously as Cuba prepares 
to receive tens of thousands 
of young foreigners for a 
youth festival later this year.

The code replace^ the crim¬ 
inal laws which have been in 
force since before the 1959 
revolution. After a period of 
discussion by local assemb¬ 
lies, it is likely to be given 
formal approval rapidly. 

Last month new penalties 
were decreed on an emer¬ 
gency basis and the state is 
now empowered to pass the 
death sentence for a new 
range of offences without 
having to wait for the pas¬ 
sage of the new code through 
the National Assembly. 

Although the code makes IT 
clear that the death sentence 
will be reserved for the most 
serious cases, it may be used 
against those found guilty of 
some forms of terrorism, 
genocide, piracy, rape and 
robbery. 

Terrorism includes acts 
against the security of the 
state involving attacks on 
"leaders or representatives 
of the Communist Party of 
Cuba, the state or the govern¬ 
ment or members of their 
families" and the poisoning 
of food or goods for public 
consumption. The hijacking 
of a ship or aircraft may be 
punished with the death sen¬ 
tence. 

Capital punishment may 
also be prescribed for those 
having carnal relations with 
a girl under 12 or committing 
buggery against anyone 
under 16 or with use of vio¬ 
lence or intimidation. Death 
isjjy shooting. 

Those found guilty of se- 
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ducing an unmarried girl 
over 14 and under 18 can go to 
prison for up to nine months, 
although the sentence is 
quashed if the parties get 
married. 

Public displays of homo¬ 
sexuality are to be punished 
by up to nine months impris¬ 
onment and fines of the 
equivalent of 5400. The same 
penalties are prescribed for 
self-induced abortion. Those 
carrying obt an illegal abor- 
ton face up to three years 
imprisonment. 

Growers of marijuana face 
up to eight years in prison 
and the loss of their land: and 
the mere possession of mari¬ 
juana or similar drugs with¬ 
out permission can be pun¬ 
ished with eight years jail. 

Running a lottery, raffle or 
any other betting or gaming 
system for profit with others 
brings a similar maximum 
penalty. 

Penalties are laid down for 
“illicit economic activities.” 
Those found guilty hencefor¬ 
ward of employing labor for 
the unauthorized production, 
processing or selling of goods 
for profit face up to three 
years in jail. If you are 
caught buying something 
with an eye to a future profit 
you face up to nine months in 
jail and a 3400 fine, while if 
you are found habitually 
lending money at interest you 
face up to five years in pris¬ 
on. 

According to what might be 
called the Good Samaritan 
clause, anyone found to have 
abandoned someone in dis¬ 
tress risks a nine-month pris¬ 
on sentence and a fine. 

Reflecting the govern¬ 
ment's aim of building up a 
ranching industry, the code 
prescribes up to five years in 
jail for those caught slaugh¬ 
tering cattle illegally. If you 
fail to get proper permission 
to slaughter a beast which 
has suffered an accident, you 
face nine months In prison 
and a 3400 fine. 

The new code comes at a 


time when the Cuban popula¬ 
tion is likely to come into 
widespread contact with 
foreigners and foreign temp 
tations for the first time for 
nearly two decades. Not only 
will the youth festival bring 
many young people to the is¬ 
land but also the growing 
tourist trade will bring tens of 
thousands of visitors to Cuba, 
many from the U.S. 

Some Cuban officials are 
worried about the effect tour¬ 
ism will have on the popula 
tion and want it closely con¬ 
trolled lest anyone get the 
idea that Cuba could become 
once again the Caribbean 
capital of the dolce vita.

"Rene Levesque speaks for 
Quebec boldly and positively. 

“Trudeau speaks with a 
forked tongue and may be a 
camouflaged Quisling.

“Let the voice of Canada, 
the nine English-speaking 
provinces be heard loud and 
clear," cries Gordon Chur 
chill, and end the betrayal of 
appeasement. 

"Canada stands for unity 
and the maintenance of Con 
federation,” he writes, "with 
fair treatment for all, special 
privilege to none.” 

Here, in his call to rally- 
round the flag. Gordon Chur 


chill is concerned that Rene 
Levesque or, if he goes, the 
separatist extremists, will 
persist in the drive for Que¬ 
bec independence. 

If so, he declares, “let it be 
understood by all that 17 mil¬ 
lion Canadians in the other 
nine provinces will not per¬ 
mit Pierre Trudeau and his 
Quebec followers to conduct 
the terms of separation set¬ 
tlement. 

"Canada has too much at 
stake to allow one province to 
disrupt the course of its 
progress or to permit federal 
and provincial French-Cana 
dians to determine its des¬ 
tiny." 

And nothing will prevent it, 
warns Gordon Churchill, 
“unless an activist group 
springs up in the age-bracket 
of 30 to 60. 

"Required are people in 
public life, or willing to enter, 
who will run the risks, make 
the sacrifices, spend the time 
and energy and money, have 
the courage to fight against 
appeasement, suppress per 
sonal ambition and give the 
dedicated service required 
by their country at this time 
of clear and present peril. 

"Little as one may like the 
Parti Quebecois, there cer¬ 
tainly is evidence in their 
ranks of energy, initiative, 
courage and dedication. 

"Given a cause in which 
people believe, much may be 
acccomplished. 

“Is there not a good cause 
for Canadians to make a su¬ 
preme effort to keep Canada 
strong and united, with Que¬ 
bec If possible, without Que 
bee if fate so decrees?" 

Then, turning it around on 
de Gaulle, Gordon Churchill 
lets fly with his pen: 

“Vive le Canada! Vive le 
Canada fibre! 

"But who speaks for Cana 
da?” 


Putting money where its mouth is? 


When External Affairs 
Minister Donald Jamieson 
announced in December that 
the Government of Canada 
would stop supporting and 
encouraging Canadian in¬ 
vestment in and trade with 
South Africa, he told Parlia¬ 
ment that the changes in Ca¬ 
nadian policy were “not as 
complete as may come in 
time." 

What Mr. Jamieson neg¬ 
lected to tell us was that the 
changes were not, by a long 
shot, as complete as he tried 
to make them sound. 

Mr. Jamieson led us to be¬ 
lieve that the Government of 
Canada, putting its money 
where its mouth is in con¬ 
demnation of the racist re¬ 
gime in Pretoria, would stop 
providing financing, assis¬ 
tance or encouragement to 
trade and investment rela¬ 
tions between Canada and 
South Africa. Such dealings 
would not be banned (nor 
should they be). But they 
could look for no help from 
the Canadian government or 
the Canadian taxpayer. 

In fact, as Wayne Chevel- 
dayoff of The Globe and Mail 
has documented In a series of 
reports on Canada's econom¬ 
ic relations with South Afri¬ 
ca, the Crown-owned Export

Development Corp. still 
stands ready to make loans to 
South African business and 
the South African govern¬ 
ment for the purchase of 
goods from Canada. Canada 
will still maintain a commer¬ 
cial counsellor in Pretoria to 
help Canadian companies do 
business there 

There will be a cosmetic 
change or two. 

The Canadian government 
account at the EDC, ordinari¬ 
ly called on to finance exports 
to countries with shaky credit 
ratings, will not be available 
to assist in deals with South 
Africa. But in practice that 


changes nothing. South Afri 
ca has never needed this sort 
of special assistance. It will 
continue to have all the ac 
cess it wants to subsidized 
financing from the EDC's or 
dinary "corporate account". 

As for commercial counsel 
lors in Pretoria, Canada is 
pulling back the Canadians 
who have been filling this 
role. But it is hiring a South 
African to lake over their 
duties. 

The policy by which the 
Canadian government mani¬ 
fests its abhorrence of apart 
heid is. in short, business as 
usual. Where its mouth is. it 
has put not its money, but 
just a bigger mouth.

During the past ten yean I 
have read numerous articles 
in various newspapen and 
also attended meetings in re¬ 
spect to the Industrialization 
of the Cowlchan Rivet es¬ 
tuary. Being a resident and in 
business in the Bay I have 
watched closely the efforts of 
many concerned citizens, 
particularly the Cowlchan 
Estuary Society, fish and 
game clubs, and rod and gun 
clubs and have decided to 
discuss a few points in their 
support. 

• It was through the ef¬ 
forts of these people, and the 
region board in office at that 
time, that the status quo 
agreement was reached to 
protect the estuary. For some 
reason it now seems to have 
little deterent to those wish¬ 
ing to establish additional in¬ 
dustry in the estuary, one 
way or another. One of the 
most frustrating actions in 
this battle is the way In which 
industry, with the help of 
some of our local representa¬ 
tives are trying to force'the 
issue on the basis of unem¬ 
ployment. 

Anyone who has been 
through the Crofton pulp mill, 
even if only on a tour, will no 
doubt recall being told how 
few people it takes to operate 
such a large plant. Further¬ 
more any future pulp mills, 
etc., will have even less em¬ 
ployees as they will be even 
more computerized. The gen¬ 
eral opinion seems to be that 
another pulp mill will just 
mean longer layoffs in the 
mills already operating due 
to the sluggish market for 
pulp. 

A new mill doesn’t mean an 
improved economy by any 
means. Many of the employ¬ 
ees of the proposed shake and 
shingle mill will merely be 
transferred from Lake Cowl- 
chan. Of course the buildings 
must be constructed, but that 
is very short term compared 
to the permanent damage to 
the river and estuary life. 

• The continual impress¬ 
ion being given by certain 
groups is that concerned citi¬ 
zens are against any industry 
anywhere In the Cowichan 
Valley. These Insinuations 
are absolutely wrong. Of 
course everyone is aware of 
the economic situation and 
are in favor of industry in the 
valley but not in the estuary. 
Campbell River said that 
they would welcome Doman 
Industries but NOT in their 
estuary. Is not our estuary 
just as important as theirs? 

• This threat of pulling out 
of the Duncan area is nothing 
short of blackmail and makes 
one wonder just how free a 
community is to make its own 
rulings. 

• The lack of consider¬ 
ation for other types of busi¬ 
nesses in the surrounding 
area, who depend on the pres¬ 
ervation of the rivers and es¬ 
tuaries. Do groups like the 
action committee and cham¬ 
ber of commerce, etc. stop to 
consider the amount of reve¬ 
nue, taxes and employment 
connected with commercial 
fishing, sports fishing, boat¬ 
ing, tourism, etc? Do they 
realize that there are over $3 
million worth of boats etc. 
based at Cowichan Bay alone 
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and that is Just a very small 
part of the sports fishing in¬ 
dustry? 4 

• Finally, I find it surpris¬ 
ing to know that certain 
members of our local Indian 
band have offered their land 
to Island Shake and Shingle. 
Rather hard to understand 
when one Is continually hear¬ 
ing complaints of the white 
man destroying their land 
down through history. 

If and when the Cowichan 
River estuary becomes fully 
industrialized, let us hope 
that they remember the great 
effort put forth by many 
whites to preserve the area. 
When the fish and wildlife 
have ceased to exist don't let 
us hear them cry, “look what 
the white man has done to our 
river and estuary" because 
they too have had their oppor¬ 
tunity to help preserve it.

In the U.S. the 
words “thru" and “tho" appear to be coming into 
common usage. It will probably be some years 
before steps two and three are achieved. It is interest 
ing to speculate on how it might look in print.

Open university 
concept supported 


Dr. McGeer, minister of 
education, is to be congra¬ 
tulated on his initiative in 
proposing an open university 
type of institution for B.C. 
and on his interest in provid¬ 
ing university services to the 
Interior. 

The opposition from the es¬ 
tablished universities, is, of 
course, not entirely unex¬ 
pected and one suspects is 
somewhat self-serving. 

The heart of the matter is 
that had the established uni¬ 
versities provided such ser¬ 
vices to the interior an open 
university would not be nec¬ 
essary. This, however, they 
have signally failed to do de¬ 
spite years of requests from 
interior residents. U.B.C.’s 
record in the past has been 
poor, and while in fairness to 
S.F.U. one must recognize 
that in recent years their ser¬ 
vice has improved, there still 
remains a great unserviced 
demand, not only at the un¬ 
dergraduate level but also at 
the pdst-graduate and con¬ 
tinuing professional educa¬ 
tion levels. 

The open university has 
proved itself a great success 
in Britain and Elsewhere and 
will shortly be introduced in 
several ether countries. It is 
economical and has produced 
graduates of a good standard. 
The need for such an institu¬ 
tion in B.C. with its scattered 
population is even greater, 
and while some variations on 
the British model will ob¬ 
viously be required it repre¬ 
sents the best chance of uni¬ 
versity services being made 
available to the taxpayers of 
the interior who also help to 
pay for the cost of B.C. uni¬ 
versities. 


Right path leads into purgatory 


According to.an article ap¬ 
pearing in a recent issue of 
the Province, it appears that 
the Hon. Barney Danson has 
tired of counting his ships, 
tanks and planes and has in¬ 
stead become the federal 
spokesman for education. 

Mr. Danson has decided 
that provincial education au¬ 
thorities havii not applied 
themselves in a diligent man¬ 
ner to the mandatory appli¬ 
cation of French language in¬ 
struction. 

In retaliation he suggests 
that the federal government 
withhold $1.4 billion in grants 
for post secondary education 
and justifies this on the 
grounds that as the money 
comes from the federal gov¬ 
ernment they are entitled to 
call the shots. 

This not only represents 
outright intrusion into areas 
of provincial jurisdiction but 
also indicates he has forgot¬ 
ten that the money which the 
federal government so pious¬ 
ly hands out, (with strings at¬ 
tached), came from the tax¬ 
payers in the first place and 


is not the personal property 
of the government. This also 
applies to money raised 
through the medium of inter¬ 
national loans which must be 
repaid at some point from 
reserves and taxation. 

The same applies to the 
generous way in which this 
government disperses 
grants, subsidies, gifts to for¬ 
eign countries, tax free loans 
to Cuba and awards for gar¬ 
bage they classify as poetry. 

Mr. Danson further quali¬ 
fies his remarks by stating 
that "he wants to avoid 
bringing up another genera¬ 
tion of second language illit¬ 
erates." This implies that a 
person who graduates in one 
of the professions but is not 
bilingual as defined by this 
government, (French and 
English), would be an illiter¬ 
ate professional. Mr. Danson 
may not be illiterate but 1 
think he is damned insulting! 
And when we have achieved 
(his bilingual utopia; what 
language will we use? Will we 
go back to one language on 
labels and on official corre¬ 


spondence? If so, once again, 
what language.? 

While politicians like Mr. 
Danson posture for the bilin¬ 
gual vote they nicely avoid 
mention of the hundreds of 
millions of taxpayer’s money 
spent on bilingualism and bi- 
culturism. bearing in mind 
that the majority of taxpay¬ 
ers are of other than a French 
ethnic background. 

When a few of the long suf¬ 
fering and mainly silent ma¬ 
jority question government 
policy in relation to bilingua¬ 
lism they are condemned as 
bigots, rednecks, wasps and 
worse; all with the approval 
of the federal government — 
and in the name of national 
unity! When the present gov¬ 
ernment, with its dominent 
Quebec support decided to 
make this country over in 
their own image, we em¬ 
barked on a campaign of dis¬ 
unity and economic disaster.

I read Alec Merriman’s 
outdoor column Feb. 12 re¬ 
garding catch and release 
curbs for summer-run steel- 
head with considerable inter¬ 
est. 

He acknowledged that the 
fishery Is in trouble and indi¬ 
cated his general opposition 
to catch and release regula¬ 
tions as a management tech¬ 
nique, arguing that absolute 
closures in some instances 
might be more appropriate. 

I find it difficult to agree 
with his position. Surely, It is 
more desirable to impose 
regulations designed to pro¬ 
vide continued recreation 
value from the resource, 
while doing little If any dam¬ 
age to it (assuming that new 
catch and release curbs will 
be accompanied by single 
barbless hook regulations in 
the waters in question) rath¬ 
er than going to the unneces¬ 
sary extreme of full closures. 

As for his advice to fish and 
wildlife staffers to ", . . get 
on with their job of mending 
our rivers and providing 
more fish, and leave the eth¬ 
ics to the anglers, except for 
obvious illegal practices." I 
have a couple of reactions. 

Firstly, we can hardly ox 
peel the branch to work won 
ders with nature in repairing 
the damage to our rivers and 
their steeihead runs caused 
largely by the greed and inef 
fjclency of our commercial 
fishing and logging industries 
when the branch is so inade¬ 
quately financed by the pro¬ 
vincial government (a quar¬ 
ter million dollar cut from a 
ten million dollar budget does 
not help matters). 

Secondly, there are far too 
many anglers on the rivers 
concerned only with exploit¬ 
ing the resource to the limit 
allowed by the law— anglers 
with as much demonstrable 
concern for the future of the 
fishery as logging company 
executives. Our fresh-water 
fishing regulations must be¬ 
come more restrictive. We 


can not afford to leave ethics 
to the angler. Fishing is a 
sport and like any other sport 
It must be regulated by im¬ 
posed rules If there is to be 
any degree of order or har¬ 
mony to it. 

I would normally register 
my reaction to one of his col¬ 
umns by walking across the 
street and delivering It per¬ 
sonally, but as an individual 
seriously concerned with the 
status of our recreational an- 
adromous fisheries, I think it 
is time for some open dia¬ 
logue between sportsmen on 
matters of serious conse¬ 
quence which are now con¬ 
fronting us. I respectfully 
submit that his column could 
serve as a valuable means to 
this end.

Officials ready to pull plug on Bubbles’ bath 

Hip hippo hep to hoax 


IRVINE, Calif. (UPI) - 
oh. the Indignities that a 
freedom-loving hippopota¬ 
mus must endure. 

After an attempt to storm 
her from her murky, pond 
with heavy equipment failed 
Friday, rangers said they 
wanted to pull the plug on 
Bubbles’ “bubble bath." 

Officials at Lion Country 
Safari wild animal park an¬ 
nounced they were drawing 
up plans to partially drain the 
300,000 gallons of water from 
the l'^-acre pond that the 
hippo has made her home 
since escaping 19 days ago. 

“We hope we can get the 
approval in the next few 
days," said Jo Schettcr, spo¬ 
keswoman for Lion Country. 
"We are now drawing up 
plans on what to do with the 
water once we get it out” 

In an announcement ear¬ 
lier Friday, park officials 
said they would storm her 


pond with heavy equipment 
to roust Bubbles from the 
water, then shoot her with a 
tranquilizer dart and load her 
onto a truck and take her 
home. 

The park was closed and its 
entire force qf 25 rangers was 
summoned to the pond. Three 
network television helicop¬ 
ters hovered overhead while 
more than 100 members of 
the news media watched 
from below. 

All was set for the big 
trucks to drive into the water. 
But as they did. Bubbles im¬ 
mediately took shelter in the 
deepest part, leaving the 
trucks stuck in the mud. 

About 13 tired park rangers 
failed for a third straight 
night Thursday to spring a 
huge airline cargo net around 
Bubbles, who apparently is 
wise to the plan. 

At 8 p.m. and then again at 
9:27 p.m.. Bubbles came out. 


to graze on alfalfa that had 
been baited in the net trap 
and a lookout ranger gave the 
signal for rangers to move in. 

But just as jeeps—attached 
to ropes that were to pull the 
net around her—got ready to 
drive away. Bubbles calmly 


walked off the net and re¬ 
turned to her murky pond. 

The rangers were left with 
two bale* of alfalfa in the 
nets. 

"We had some difficulty 
getting traction with the 
jeeps because of the wet 
ground," said Miss Schettcr.

Dollar revival over? 


WASHINGTON (CP) - A 
major U.S. backer of the 
northern natural gas pipeline 
announced Friday it has 
signed a contract with Pan- 
Alberta Gas Ltd. of Calgary 
for up to 1.04 billion cubic feet 
a day of natural gas. 

Northwest Alaskan Pipe¬ 
line Co. said In a statement 
that the Canadian gas will be 
delivered to U.S. markets 
along southern legs of the 
pipeline starting as early as 
the winter of 1*7*. 

The contract, which must 
be approved by Alberta prov¬ 
ince. the National Energy 
Board of Canada and the U.S. 
Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission, is the first 
major contract for Canadian 
gas to be moved along the 
new pipeline, a Northwest of¬ 
ficial said. 

Plans call for the pipeline 
to run south from Prudhoe 
Bay. Alaska, and split Into an 
eastern and western leg in 


Alberta. The southern legs 
are to be in operation before 
completion of tbe sections In 
the far north and before Alas¬ 
kan natural gaa deliveries 
begin In 1S8S. 

Under the Pan-Alberta 
contract, 240 million cubic 
feel a day would be moved 
into the U.S. at King's Gate, 
BC„ the border crossing for 
the western leg, starting as 
arly as 1070. The gas would be 
moved south on existing pipe¬ 
lines after some, modifica¬ 
tions. 

Northwest said the remain¬ 
der of the Pan-Alberta gas 


would begin moving south a 
year later, leaving Canada at 
Monchy, Sask., following 
construction of a substantial 
portion of the new line. 

Northwest chairman John 
McMlIllan said the Canadian 
gas "will provide a signlfi- 
catnt boost to total U.S. gas 
supplies and help alleviate 
shortages in many markets.” 

He added that Alberta gas 
.is “an integral part of the 
Alaska Highway pipeline 
project.” 

A Northwest official said 
the National Energy Board 
will set the price of the new 

gas-

In her letter to the water 
rights comptroller, she says: 
"If the act under which you 
operate does not provide 
either for a policing system 
or for revocation of licences, 
then the act should be updat¬ 
ed to provide for such things, 
as a new philosophy on the 
subject is needed." 

Earlier this week the Colo¬ 
nist reported that veteran 
Blenkinsop Valley farmer 
John Pendray had been or¬ 
dered by the branch to stop 
diverting water lo properties 
he leases for which no li¬ 
cences have been issued. 

An application by Pendray 
to store 50 acre feet of water 
on his property for his use 
and that of other valley li¬ 
cence holders is being 
strongly opposed by the asso¬ 
ciation. 

“We feel the municipality 
should have control over 
water in the lake Including all 
of the licences,” Mrs. Block 
said. 

Saanich also has an appli¬ 
cation before the branch to 
store water for flood control 
while Pendray wants to store 
it for irrigation purposes. 

The association letter also 
takes issue with a statement 
by the branch's Victoria 
water district engineer P.G. 
Odynsky denying that li¬ 
cences issued provided for 
more water to be taken out 
than the volume of the lake. 

The total amount of water 
covered by existing licences 
ip the 10-acre, 10-foot deep 
lake Is 132.05 acre-feet—a 
lake which holds only 100 
acre-feet of water—“there¬ 
fore the engineer’s statement 
just doesn't hold water," the 
letter says. 

The association stresses it 
is not its intention to discour¬ 
age farming in the valley. 
Indeed, Pendray is termed an 
excellent farmer who should 
be encouraged. But they sug¬ 
gest that other licence 
holders, as well as Pendray. 
could use some city water to 
ensure water level in the lake 
does not drop to the unac¬ 
ceptable level from overuse 
that occurs each summer.

CLC smiles on changes proposed for labor code 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Ca¬ 
nadian Labor Congress gave 
a partial nod of approval 
this week to the federal gov¬ 
ernment's proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Canada Labor 
Code. 

in a comprehensive brief to 
the Commons labor commit¬ 
tee, the 2 3-milllon-member 
CLC lauded the government's 
proposal to give the Canada 
Labor Relations Board au¬ 
thority to impose first con¬ 
tracts on parties that cannot 
settle their own disputes. 

However, It said the CLRB 
should not move in unless one 
of the parties had requested 
its intervention. 

The congress expressed 
reservations about a pro¬ 
posed amendment that would 
give workers the right to ref¬ 
use work in conditions which 
posed "Imminent danger" to 
their health and safety. 

"What it does is to say to 
the worker that he must wait 
until he J* threatened with 
serious Injury or death within 
minutes or even seconds be¬ 
fore he can successfully exer¬ 
cise his legal right to refuse 
to work,” the congress said. 

"The right of a worker to 
refuse to work in any situa¬ 
tion which he believes to be 
dangerous to his person or 
health, or that of his fellow 
employees, should be estab¬ 
lished clearly and simply in 
the law without being so cir¬ 
cumscribed ... that he might 
choose the risk instead of the 
remedy.” 

On the question of first con¬ 
tracts, the CLC said, “The 
experience of past many 
years has convinced us that 
there is a class of employers 
who intend systematically to 
avoid any collective bargain¬ 
ing or to conclude a first 
agreement which would set a 
pattern." 

The congress said provin¬ 
cial labor boards in British 
Columbia and Quebec had au¬ 
thority to impose first con¬ 
tracts and that authority 
“has proved useful." 

The Canada Labor Code 
covers 550,000 employees 
under federal jurisdiction, 
which includes industries 
such as railways, airlines, 
banking, trucking, broad¬ 
casting, grain-handling, com¬ 
munications and port opera¬ 
tions. 


The congress said there 
were-many obstacles put In 
the way of unions attempting 
to organize workers, and it 
supported an amendment 
which It said would ease the 
certification process. 

In determining certifica¬ 
tion applications, the CLRB 
would consider the wish of 
the majority of employees on 
the date of the application for 
recognition as a bargaining 
unit, rather than on the date 
of the hearing. 

The CLC said that during 
delays between application 
for certification and the 
hearing, "there have been too 
many manoeuvres by em¬ 
ployers aimed at the elimina¬ 
tion of some employees by 
persuasion, pressures, trans¬ 
fers or other means.” 

The CLC said the bill did 
not go far enough when it 
authorized establishment of 
joint-labor management 
committees at the discretion 
of the labor minister. 

Such committees should be 
mandatory and the bill 
should Include a specific pro¬ 
vision allowing unions to se¬ 
lect their own representa¬ 
tives. 

“Effective health and safe¬ 
ty programs require the 
wholehearted mutual co-op¬ 
eration of management, 
labor and government,” the 
congress said. 

“Unless the prime vehicle 
for carrying such programs, 
the joint health and safety 
committee, is one that has 
the complete confidence of 
the workers ... the effort to

make the work place truly 
healthy and safe will be wast¬ 
ed.” 

The congress said it was 
disappointed (he bill did not 
include an anti-scab provi¬ 
sion which would prevent em¬ 
ployers from operating with 
non-union labor during legal 


strikes by union members. 

The bill should also provide 
for reinstatement of employ¬ 
ees following a strike. 

The congress objected to a 
provision which would em¬ 
power the CLRB to order an 
end to an Illegal strike. That 
power now rests with the 


courts. At the same time, the 
CLC said it was concerned 
about Increasing intervention 
in industrial disputes by the 
Federal Court or Canada. 

“Some 18 per cent of the 
board's decisions were ap¬ 
pealed in 1977, against the 
average of approximately 


seven per cent In the preced¬ 
ing years," the congress said. 

"The Federal Court Is 
quickly assuming such wide 
powers In labor relations that 
It appears as replacing the 
board’s functions, and this 
Image hurts the confidence of 
the CLRB In matters coming 


under Its authority as Parlia¬ 
ment Intended." 

The congress mentioned 
the difficulty bank workers 
had had In gaining certifica¬ 
tion. The CLRB ruled last 
year that unions could orga¬ 
nise bank workers on a 
branch-by-branch basis, 


rather than having to sign a 
majority of all employees of 
the bank they were organiz¬ 
ing. 

The major chartered banks 
plan to appeal the CLRB rul 
ing to the Federal Court of 
Appeal later this month In 
Vancouver.

Easy come, 
easy go... 

BURNABY (CP) — One of two men given jobs 
unexpectedly at a garden shop owned by Human Re¬ 
sources Minister Bill Vander Zalm was back on the 
job Friday, but the other one 
didn’t show up. 

Tony Puddicombe, 27, re-- 

ported for his second day 
on the job, twinging with him 
another worker to replace 
Dov Lilman, 21, 

"Apparently Litman found 
a new job for more money,” 
said Jeff Vander Zalm, shop 
manager and son of the 
human resources minister. 

Vander Zalm said the com¬ 
pany hired two more workers 
Friday. Andrew Haiper re¬ 
placed Litman at the shop 
while Ira Zbarski was sent to 
the company’s nursery in 
Surrey, he said. 

Puddicombe and Litman 
were hired Thursday when 
they showed up at the shop 
with a delegation from Van¬ 
couver’s Downtown Eastside 
Residents Association which 
has been challenging various 
businesses and government 
offices to find jobs for the 
unemployed. 


ST. JEROME, Que. (CP)- 
Three convicts continued to 
hold seven guards hostage in 
a provincial prison here Fri¬ 
day, while negotiations ap¬ 
peared to be tied up by new 
demands from the prisoners. 

Hostage-taker Edgar Rous¬ 
sel, who has been acting as 
spokesman for the trio, de¬ 
manded early Friday that 
two new mediators join the 
negotiations that have con¬ 
tinued since Wednesday 
when the incident began. 

"I want these two guys.” 
said Roussel, a twice-con¬ 
victed murderer, in an inter¬ 
view early Friday on CKVL, 
a French-language radio sta¬ 
tion in Montreal. 

He was referring to Claude 
Jacques, the brother of one of 
the hostage-takers, and 
Georges Aubry, a reporter 
with CKLM, a French-lan¬ 
guage radio station in nearby 
Laval. 

Roussel, 32. Roland Si- 
mard, 26, and Lucien Jac¬ 
ques, 32, have so far been 
negotiating through Montreal 
lawyer Robert La Haye and 
Claude Poirier, a reporter for 
CKVL, a French-language 
radio station in Montreal. 

Quebec provincial police 
spokesman Ronald Brunet 
said authorities had taken 
the hostage-takers’ demand 
Into consideration.

Heroin dealing 
nets jail for 2 

Two Victoria men were sent to jail Friday for traf¬ 
ficking four capsules of heroin to an undercover police 
man in a downtowjt restaurant last May. 

Victoria county court Judge Leslie Cashman sentenced 
Daniel John Olenick. 21, to pine months in jail con¬ 
secutive to time already being served, to be followed 
by two years probation. He has a record for possession of 
marijuana and breaking and entering with intent. 

Brian Lloyd Patriquin. 25, was sentenced to six months 
to be followed by 18 months probation. Cashman said he 
was taking into account five months Patriquin spent in 
custody awaiting trial. He has no previous record. 

Cashman said both men had good work records and 
were attempting to rehabilitate themselves by slopping 
heroin use.

He said that while in Vic¬ 
toria he also tape-recorded

They stayed In 
touch with their mother ship during their 21 


hours and 20 minutes on the bottom

tion Co. spokesman Roy Brown said the 
sub's propeller became entangled in a cable 
while working in an oil field and the diver 
from a French mini-sub entered the cold 
water and snipped the snarled half-inch 
cable. 

Soon after the cable was cut the Brit¬ 
ish mini-sub came to the surface under 
its own control and was hauled aboard 
the deck of its mother ship, Brown said. 

Hours earlier, an attempt by a diving 
bell to cut free the cable failed and the 
bell was hoisted to the surface before 
the rescue. 

The scene was about 128 kilometres east of 
Lerwick off the northernmost tip of the 
. British Isles The weather was described as 
good.

Tickner...anger for NDP

His daughter says he has 
“smiling eyes.” 

His colleges In the ranks ol 
organized labor tolerate him 
as a harmless philospher. 

But Larry Tlckner, perenni¬ 
al Socialist Party of Canada 
candidate In elections, sees 
hi msellquiet seriously, as one 
of the few men in British 
Columbia holding the key to 
happiness for the masses. 

Tickner, 47. one of the five 
candidates in the Oak Bay 
byelection scheduled for 
March 20. has a low opinion of 
all political parties but saves 
his bitterest comments for the 
NDP. . 

As far as he is concerned the 
NDP deserves its special ha¬ 
tred spot because it dares to 
call itself socialist, even if it 
Insists that it’s really talking 
about democratic socialism. 

To Tickner and his handful 
of supporters, the only social¬ 
ists in B.C. belong to the So¬ 
cialist Party of Canada. All 
others are either imposters or 
unable to grasp the true 
meaning of socialism. 

To mark the contempt of 
"real socialists" for "capital¬ 
ists masquerading as social¬ 
ists" the Socialist Party of 
Canada held Its nonimation 
meeting in a classroom at Oak 
Bay Junior Secondary School 
to taunt the NDP holding its 
nomination meeting in the 
main auditorium. 

It doesn't appear to perturb 
Tickner, a devotee of the 
Thespian art, that his party 
and his ideas are outnum¬ 
bered at every turn. “One 
day,” he says without the 
trace of a smile "people will 
understand.” 

A carpenter by trade, 
Tickner was finding it diffi¬ 
cult to get work a short time 
before the campaign started 
in earnest, but he accepted 
that fact philosophically, say¬ 
ing he would have more time 
to campaign. 

His political thinking is 
sometimes hard to follow but 
he insists that that is because 
the listener either isn’t paying 
attention, or hasn't been ex¬ 
posed long enough to pure 
political doctrine. It is never a 
consideration that Tickner 
may not be as articulate as he 
considers himself. 

Asked how close his politi¬ 
cal philosophy is to the NDP, 
Tickner replies: "We are as 
far away from the NDP as we 
are from the capitalists. In 


Extra cash 
for housing 

Baptist Housing Society of 
B.C. has been given an extra

fact we believe that the NDP 
is just another capitalist 
party."

In other words, in Tickner’s 
book, the Socialist Party of 
Canada, a branch of the socia¬ 
list party of the world, stands 
alone in the political world. 

Under the heading of “fake 
socialism" he states: “A-most 
popular reform has been state 
ownership. It has been imple¬ 
mented in varying degrees in 
almost every country in the 
world. In practice very little 
changes. Profits are drawn 
from government bonds in¬ 
stead of private or corporate 
shares. Market motivation 
still persists aiong with it reg¬ 
ular companions — unem¬ 
ployment and international 
business rivalries. At best, 
aside from disillusioning its 
adherents, state ownership 
has made little difference. In 
Russia and China, where it 
has been combined with a 
police state, it has proved 
worse. 

"At times, fanatical nation¬ 
alism is referred to as social¬ 
ism while actually it is com¬ 
pletely opposed to socialism. 
Is it any wonder that, after 
experiencing this fake social¬ 
ism, many turn away at the 
mention of the word." 

Ask who wrote that for him 
and Tickner replies indig¬ 
nantly that he writes his own 
material. 

His approach to basic eco¬ 
nomics is simple: “Depress¬ 
ion is the result of lack of 
markets, not lack of need. 

“Unemployment follows 
because there is an inade¬ 
quate market for the avail-

He doesn't say, but he does 
believe in Principle Number 
Six of the true socialist doc¬ 
trine. That is the principle 
stating that "the working 
class must organize con¬ 
sciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of gov¬ 
ernment, in order that the 
machinery, including these 
(armed) forces may be con-

Tickner insists, as does one 
of his party's publicity pam¬ 
phlets, that the statement is 
not advocacy of the overthrow 
of the government by force. 
He says the conquest can and 
should take place through the 
ballot box and that March 20 
in Oak will mark the start of 
triumph in Canada. 

Principle Number Six of the 
Socialist Party states: 
“. . . This is the key. The 
working class must not leave 
the thinking to wise leaders, 
political messiahs etc; They 
must KNOW what they are 
doing. Once in control of the 
seats of power, a victorious 
socliallst working class can 
immediately declare an end 
of class ownership and im¬ 
mediately convert the gov¬ 
ernment over people into an 
administration over things. 
The capitalist class will cease 
to exist as a class category 
and without control of a state 
will be in no position to do 
anything important about it 
excepting to retire gracefully, 
or otherwise, and submit.” 

Trimmed of all but the bare 
essential that means, says 
Tickner, that when his party 
takes over the province, the 
country will be inhabited by a 
classless society without lead¬ 
ers. 

He insists that the leader- 
less philosophy be stressed. 
“We don’t have a president or 
a leader,” he said. “We are all 
equal.” 

Asked who would be the 
premier if his party ever won 
a majority of seats in the B.C. 
Legislature, Tickner appears 
a little stunned by the possibil¬ 
ity, pauses, then answers 
“we’d have to work that out 
among ourselves.” He adds 
"whoever it was would not be 
solely in charge.” 

Push for an answer and you 
are referred to another pam¬ 
phlet which states that the 
Socialist Party of Canada 
does not offer to act as lead¬ 
ers: “Leaders cannot solve 
the workers' problems; The 
workers solve their own prob¬ 
lems by making the necessary 
effort to understand how capi¬ 
talism works and how it must 
be replaced by socialism. 

“What is required is not 
trust in leaders and their 
promises but an attitude of 
self-reliance and the determi¬ 
nation to understand the na¬ 
ture of the problems them¬ 
selves.” 

Tickner bristles if is it sug¬ 
gested that he appears to re- 
'cite the lines without mean¬ 
ing. 

He believes that the people 
of Oak Bay-Gordon Head are 
ready for his message. It is 
easy to laugh at that belief, 
but impossible to shake it. 
Tickner is a total believer. 

When it is suggested that 
Tickner’s message may be a 
little strange for a riding 
which, in one area, is predo¬ 
minated by fairly wealthy re¬ 
tired people. Tickner is unde¬ 
terred. He w ill concentrate on 
the areas where people will 
listen. 

And he’s convinced that if 
they do listen, then they will 
understand.

Saanich probes 
loss of topsoil

A police Investigation—the 
second in five weeks involv¬ 
ing Saanich municipal de¬ 
partments—is under way in¬ 
to the loss of up to $12,000 
worth of topsoil from muni¬ 
cipal custody, the Colonist 
has learned. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier would 
not confirm that police had 
been brought into the picture 
but he did admit Friday “we 
are exploring the distinct pos- 
sibility of a substantial 
shrinkage in our topsoil in¬ 
ventory.” 

Municipal hall sources and 
police confirmed, however, 
that Saanich police were con¬ 
ducting an investigation and 
parks and public works em¬ 
ployees had been questioned. 

Earlier this week council 
closed the book on a police 
probe into the disposal of sal¬ 
vage materials from muni¬ 
cipal waterworks projects. 

The investigation, which re¬ 


vealed 16 public works de¬ 
partment employees received 
$7,671.68 over a four-year pe¬ 
riod selling salvage materia Is 
to local scrap dealers, has 
resulted In a tighter control of 
workers and materials. 

Several hundred cubic 
yards of topsoil valued at be¬ 
tween $ 10,000 and $12,000 ap¬ 
parently cannot be account¬ 
ed for, it was learned. 

Couvelier, however, said 
evidence gathered so far in¬ 
dicated the value at less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

“I’m very concerned,” he 
said. “Especially so because 
this revelation follows so 
close on the heels of the re¬ 
cent police probe of public 
works employees.” 

The Colonist’s investigation 
revealed that discrepancies 
in the public works and parks 
department inventories came 
to light several days ago, but 
aldermen and the municipal 
administrator were not told 
until Friday. Couvelier’s first 
learned of the alleged short¬ 


fall Thursday evening and he 
assured the Colonist he would 
conduct an immediate inves¬ 
tigation. 

He met department heads 
and senior staff Friday morn¬ 
ing before holding discussions 
with police officials. 

Investigation revealed that 
$25,000 was taken from the 
parks department budget last 
year to purchase topsoil from 
the land which now houses the 
mall processing plant on 
Glanford Avenue. It was 
stockpiled on adjacent muni¬ 
cipal property and some of it 
was later removed to Lam- 
brick Park, the main area 
used by Saanich for stockpil¬ 
ing topsoil for use by several 
municipal departments. 

Municipal accounting staff 
were busy most of Friday 
going through records to de¬ 
termine the actual amount of 
the shortfall in the topsoil 
accounts. 

Parks administrator Frank 
Andrews said Thursday he 
was not aware of a substantial 


inventory shortage, but ad¬ 
mitted "I know things are not 
balancing." 

“I’m in the midst of check¬ 
ing records; as It looks now 
there’s not much that can’t 
be accounted for.” 

Andrews added that he had 
not gone through the actual 
budget figures, however, "I 
just looked at the pile to de¬ 
termine how much topsoil is 
there." 

Municipal engineer Clifford 
Warren said he was not aware 
of any substantial shortfall in 
the stockpile. 

Public works committee 
chairman Aid. Howard Stur- 
rock would only say checks 
were being made and poor 
accounting procedures could 
be responsible for the ap¬ 
parent shortfall. 

"I am concerned,” he said, 
“but will refrain from saying 
more until I know the exact 
situation." 

Topsoil is stockpiled at the 
Sayward pit as well as at the 
Lambrick and Glanford sites. 


Anglicans 
back pact 


The Anglican clergy of B.C. 
has registered support for 
Rhodesia's black majority- 
rule agreement and is calling 
on its own national body to do 
the same. 

“We believe the agreement 
was brought about by men of 
goodwill who represent the 
majority of all Rhodesians 
and who have sincerely and 
honestly pledged themselves 
to work together to take the 
steps necessary to achieve 
an orderly, peaceful and just 
transition to black majority 
rule by Dec. 31 of this year,” 
the B.C. clergy said in a pre¬ 
pared statement. 

The statement, which came 
out of a two-day meeting that 
ended in Victoria Friday, 
calls on the National Execu¬ 
tive Council of the Anglican 
Church of Canada to “press 
upon the government of Can¬ 
ada a similar encouragement 
and support of the Salisbury 
agreement as a first step to¬ 


ward Its ultimate recognition 
of a new Zimbabwlan govern¬ 
ment ...” 

The Salisbury agreement 
was reached March 3 be¬ 
tween the Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment and leaders of the Afri¬ 
can National Council, the 
United African National 
Council and the Zimbabwe 
United Peoples Organization. 

The B.C. clergy statement 
said the proposed new gov¬ 
ernment—now in its transi¬ 
tional stage—would be "truly 
representative of all races 

The clergy called on all 
Anglicans to pray for the 
success of the agreement 
"and for an end to the vio¬ 
lence and bloodshed now 
being suffered by Rhodesia." 

The Victoria meeting was 
under the direction of Bishop 
F.R. Gartrell and was at¬ 
tended by Archbishop Ted 
Scott, Anglican primate of 
Canada.

She’s needled her way out

Barb McNulty used to 
smoke a minimum of two 
packages of cigarettes a day. 

That was the case until 
noon, March l. 

From that time on, when¬ 
ever she feels the urge for a 
cigarette, she merely tweaks 
both earlobes and the craving 
is gone. 

Mrs. McNulty is one of 
about 100 patients who have 
undergone acupuncture from 
Dr. Molino Yam. At least one 
other patient has phoned the 
Colonist suggesting a story on 
the “miracle" smoking cure, 
which costs $20 a session (not 
payable by B.C. Medicare). 

YAM, A general practioner 
as well, began giving acu¬ 
puncture treatments last July 
and estimates that he has 
put needles into more than 100 
patients who have gone to him 
to quit smoking. Although 
Yam said he had not kept 
track, he estimated that his 
success rate was something 
over 80 per cent. 

Formerly of Manila, the 
Philippine doctor said he had 
refined his technique down to 
where he could “cure” 
smokers in one or two ses¬ 
sions compared with five 
when he first began. Some 
didn’t respond at all, Yam 
admitted, because "they 
don’t want to," but he also had 
success stories about patients 
who used to smoke up to five 
packs a day. 

Yam said his interest in 
acupuncture began in-1972 
during then-president Ri¬ 
chard Nixon's trip to China. 
The U.S. president’s visit 
sparked Yam to start reading 
all the material he could find 
about the subject and Yam 
eventually attended a five- 
month clinic on acupuncture 
here in Victoria.

for two years but gave it up— 
without the use of acupunc¬ 
ture. 

He said one of the positive 
side effects of the acupunc¬ 
ture treatment was that some 
patients actually ended up 
disliking the taste of ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Mrs. McNulty may have 
been one of his more reluc¬ 
tant patients, but she is prob¬ 
ably one of his biggest boost 
ers. 

She didn't particularly 
want to stop smoking. She 
had tried twice to quit her¬ 
self, lasting one week the 
first time and two days the 


second time before going 
back to her smoking habit. 

BUT HER nerves were bad 
and she had constant head¬ 
aches which her doctor put 
down to sinuses. She finally 
decided, after hearing about 
Yam from a “friend of a 
friend," that perhaps 15 years 
of smoking was enough. 

What made her more ap¬ 
prehensive about the idea was 
the fact she was deathly 
afraid of needles. And what’s 
acupuncture without needles! 

She decided to go ahead 
and make an appointment, 
arriving at the doctor's office 
at noon that Wednesday. 


On her first session, she 
was told to relax—and did— 
while Yam put 20 needles in 
her ears, sinus area, fore¬ 
head. chest, stomach, hands, 
wrists and ankles. 

From then on she hasn't 
had a cigarette. 

Her second session was two 
days later. 

YAM TOLD Mrs. McNulty 
the treatment would work 
until she picked up a cigarette 
and took a drag. If she did that 
and wanted to quit again, she 
would probably have to re¬ 
turn for the complete treat¬ 
ment again. 

Right now, she feels much 
better for not smoking. She 
says her friends and co-work¬ 
ers say her eyes are much 
clearer and her skin health 
ier-looking. 

Her eating habits are about 
the same, her nerves are 
much calmer and her head¬ 
aches have gone away. 

The only thing she does dif¬ 
ferently is that she chews 
gum now. 

AN EMPLOYMENT ser¬ 
vices officer at Canada Man¬ 
power, Mrs. McNulty feels 
she has passed the supreme 
test. She appears regularly on 
television and also broadcasts 
job opportunities on the radio 
and, if those appearances and 
broadcasts don’t shake her, 
nothing will. 

She’s gradually cutting 
down the tweaks to the point 
now where she only does It 
once a day on the average. 

“Last week I was a con¬ 
firmed smoker,” Mrs. 
McNulty admitted. 

"This week, 1 don’t want a 
cigarette."

Bernie Sparkes of Vancou¬ 
ver kept his hopes alive of 
giving B.C. its first national 
men’s title since 1964 when he 
whipped Ontario’s Gerry 
Hodson of London 11-5 in the 
10th draw. 

Entering today’s final draw 
in the 12-rink, round-robin 
tournament at the Pacific 
Coliseum, the Alberta 
team—headed by Ed Lu 
kowich who throws skip rocks 
and Chernoff who calls the 
shots from his third posi 
tion—had an 8-2 record. B.C.. 
and Saskatchewan were 7-3. 

The Saskatchewan and 
B.C. victories set up crucial 
games today. Alberta, seek 
ing its first national men's 
crown since 1974 and 13th 
over all, was to meet Ontario 
in the final draw. 

Folk, who stretched his 
winning streak to five games, 
was scheduled against Que¬ 
bec, skipped by Steve Ducat 
of Montreal, while Sparkes 
drew Nova Scotia’s Alan 
Darragh of Dartmouth. 

“They (Saskatchewan) 
curled extremely well and we 
got off to a bad start," Lu 
kowich said. 

"They didn’t miss much. 
They were really up for it and 
we weren’t." 

Lukowich, one of the better 
players throughout most of 
the championship, was light 
on a number of his shots in 
the early ends. 

Saskatchewan counted two 
points on the first end, stole 
one on the second and three 
on the third for a 6-0 margin. 
The rinks traded two points 
apiece on the next two ends, 
then more misses by Alberta 
enabled Folk to steal four on 
the sixth. Alberta conceded 
after eight ends.

Alberta defeated Nova Sco¬ 
tia 7-5 Friday afternoon to 
clinch at least a tie for first 
place in the 49th champion 
ship, watched by a crowd of 
57,120 after 10 draws. 

In other ninth-round 
games. B.C. shaded Quebec 
6-5. Saskatchewan beat On¬ 
tario 8-4. Manitoba nipped the 
Territories 7-6, Newfound¬ 
land topped New Brunswick 
9-7 and Northern Ontario 
downed P.E.I. 9-6. 

The Medicine Hat rink 
snapped a 1-1 draw on the 
fourth end when Lukowich 
stole two points. However, 
Darragh came back with two 
on the fifth, then took a 5-4 
margin with two more on the 
seventh.

A recent survey conducted 
In Toronto by a social scien¬ 
tist Indicated that church¬ 
goers are inclined to have 
more racial prejudice than 
persons who have no reli¬ 
gious affiliation. I suggest 
that that result may be ap¬ 
preciably misleading, as are 
the results ot many surveys 
which try to measure the at¬ 
titudes of religious persons. 

The late Professor Gordon 
W. Allport of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity, one of the more In¬ 
fluential psychologists of our 
time, Investigated prejudice, 
and his book. The Nature ol 
Prejudice, is a classic in the 
field. He and his associates 
did some work into the rela¬ 
tions between religion and 
prejudice, and the findings, 
reported in his book, The 
Person in Psychology, chal¬ 
lenge the popular notion that 
all religious people tend to be 
prejudiced. 

Allport summed up In this 
way: "Two contrary sets of 
threads are woven into the 
fabric of all religion—the 
warp of brotherhood and the 
woof of bigotry. Taken ln-lhe- 
round, there is something 
about religion that makes for 
prejudice, and something 
about it that unmakes preju¬ 
dice.” 

From their investigations 
Allport and his associates 
came to this conclusion: 
"Frequent attenders (of reli¬ 
gious services), along with 
nonattenders. are the most 
tolerant. It is irregular atten¬ 
dance that correlates most 
highly with bigotry . . .they 
(irregular attenders) take 
their religion in convenient 
doses and do not let it regu¬ 
late their lives.” That, in gen¬ 
eral, is reflected in my nearly 
30 years experience in the 
ministry,

He pointed 
out, though, that most of us 
hsve elements of both in our 
religious attitudes and beha¬ 
viour. 

Persons for whom religion 
has “intrinsic" value “take 
their religion as an obliga¬ 
tion,’’ are regular attenders 
at worship, and "have, for 
the most part, intertorlzed 
their faith and live according 
to their creed." Allport said 
of such a person, "He lives 
for his religion: Its total 
creed (Including love for his 
neighbor) is knit into the fab- 
ric of his personality. 
Human-heartedness for him 
is as essential as his belief in 
God.” 

Of the person whose reli¬ 
gion is “extrinsic," Allport 
said this: "It is something 
useful to his existence. It 
serves him; he does not serve 
it. For him religion confers 
status, provides sociability,, 
pleasant excitement at 
Christmas and Easter, as 
well as comfort and support 
in time of trouble and be¬ 
reavement.” (Allport’s find¬ 
ings show that the "intrin- 
sics” arc apphcciably less 
afraid of death than are the 
“extrlnsics".) 

Those who are Intrinsically 
religious and those who have 
no religious affiliation at all 
are, generally, the most un¬ 
prejudiced. Those who take 
their religion extrinsfcally— 
casually, rather non-commit¬ 
tally. as a matter of conve¬ 
nience—are, generally, the 
most prejudiced. The Toronto 
survey apparently failed to 
recognize the intrinsic and 
extrinsic differences in reli¬ 
gious persons.

At first glance the garden plot operated by Mormon 
church members at 1288 Santa Rosa may look like very little 
to get excited about. However, after considering it Is only 
part of a world wide system, it starts to become more 
impressive. 

The Santa Rosa plot is part of the contribution to be made 
by the First and Second Wards of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints in Victoria. They will be grow 
ing beans, the Third Ward tomatoes, the Sidney Ward 
beets, and the Nanaimo Ward potatoes. The Port Alberni 
Ward will raise honey bees. In fact all wards and branches 
on the Island will raise some sort of edible crop. 

The Mormon Church’s welfare system, one of the lar¬ 
gest private relief organizations in the world, incorporates a 
basic Mormon principle: self-reliance. Needy members arc 
encouraged to avoid government dole In favor of food 
and clothing distributed by their local bishop Cash aid is 
given only when necessary, and is obtained In part by the 
sale of the crops. 


In 1978 Mormons will donate more than four million 
hours of labour to this relief system, which will likely help 
more than 110.000 fellow "saints.” It Is not uncommon 
to see members, from bus drivers to corporation presi¬ 
dents, working on church-run farms. 

In addition, adult recipients, except the elderly, the 
sick and women with small children, are expected to 
earn their quota by performing some labor for the church. 
Despite opposition from civil-rights groups, the state of 
Utah has won United States government permission to 
impose similar requirements on recipients of. government 
assistance, a precedent that is being eyed by other Ameri¬ 
can states. These policies have helped keep Utah's federal 
welfare rolls, measured against its population, at only half 
the national level. 

Locally, those crops raised in the next three or four years 
will be cash crops. By that time the Victoria Stake will 
have purchased or built a cannery. At that point the 
church locally will be able to be self sufficient.

TIMMINS, Ont. (CP) - 
Kathy Kreiner, a member of 
Canada's national ski team 
for the last eight years and a 
giant slalom gold medal win¬ 
ner at the Winter Olympics In 
1976, will not compete in the 
remainder of this season’s 
World Cup circuit. 

Kreiner, calling her World 
Cup performance this year 
“disappointing,” did not 
compete in Cup races last 
week in the United States and 
will be absent, along with the 
rest of the Canadian women's 
team, at slalom and giant 
slalom races this weekend in 
Europe. 

"Last year in the giant sla¬ 
lom I was in contention at the 
top, and it was worth going 
back to Europe” Kreiner said 
Friday. "This year it really 
Isn’t. 

"I had been sort of disap¬ 
pointed about this year so I’m 
taking a break. I want to get 
out of it for a short while and 
then I’ll go back.” 

Kreiner’s point total this 
season places her in the top 
20, qualifying her for the first 
seed of starters on next 
year’s circuit. 

Kreiner will compete in 
races in western Canada 
March 22-28 before returning 
to Timmins for the summer.

Harsh love ban act retained

Sex is here to slay — and so 
Is Section IS of South Africa's 
Immorality Act whjch forbids 
Jove across the color line. 

The Mixed Marriages Act 
will also stay on the statute 
books, the ruling National 
Party cabinet and caucus 
have decided, despite strong 
pressure to have these two 
items of legislation scrapped. 

Their determination was 
spelled out in recent Parlia¬ 
mentary debate on a /notion 
by the anti-apartheid 
Progressive Federal Party 
demanding that they be 
scrapped 

More than 10.000 people 
have been convicted under 
the Immorality Act since 
1059. It has led to suicides, 
personal ruin, disgrace and 
despair — and has generated 
as much unfavorable public¬ 
ity for Pretoria as any other 
apartheid law 
Since the beginning of this 
year two couples have left the 
country because Of their ille¬ 
gal love. Given the govern¬ 
ment’s determination to re¬ 
tain the law. more will 
certainly follow. 

One couple. Salim Osman 
and Therese Rabie. fled to 
New York where they were 
married amid a blaze of pub 
licity. The New York press 
gave them the same kind of 
treatment as Donald Woods, 
the banned editor who fled 
overseas earlier this year. 

Another couple , were sen¬ 
tenced to nine months intpris 
onment. suspended for three 
years, in East London recent 
ly. Stanley Naas (white) and 
Emmie Jantjies (mixed race) 
left for the independent 
Transkei, where the legis 
lation is not enforced, im 
mediately after their court 
appearance. 

The took their two chil 
dren. Raymond. 2 and Mark. .1 
months, with them so the fam 
ily could enjoy a normal life. 

Naas echoed the words of a 
pop song as he told of his 
decision to leave: “Love has 
no color, shape or size." 

He went on: “I’ve been 
a loyal. South African since 
birth. It's only this immorali 
tv law and this race discrimi 
nation that 1 don’t agree with 
i wonder if people who agree 
with race discrimination 
think they go to separate 
heavens when they die?” 

The woman he loved 
against the law added: “I 
wonder if people agreeing 
with race discrimination 
think there is a white God 
and black God.” 

Naas and Emmie met two 
years ago and fell in love. “We 
felt our love for each other so 
strong that we could not live 
apart," Naas said. They hired 
a farmhouse 25 miles from 
East London and lived to- 
gethei 

But the immorality laws 
would not let them live in 
peace. In October last year 
they were arrested and. after 
four court appearances, con¬ 
victed. Now they have taken 
the road to freedom and love 
without fear 

Their story is not unty¬ 
pical, although most Immo¬ 
rality Act convictions are 
briefer encounters. The ma¬ 
jority concern white men and 
black women. 

Sometimes Immorality Act 
cases startle the entire world. 
The town of Excelsior m the 
Free State gained interna-

tional notoriety when six 
whites, and 14 black women 
were charged with contraven- 
ing the law. 

One man shot himself be 
fore the case began. When it 
did get to court the prosecutor 
withdrew charges because, 
he said "State witnesses are 
no longer willing to give evi 
dence." 

Since then Immorality Act 
charges can be pressed only if 
the attorney-general ap¬ 
proves. That step was taken in 
belated recognition that the 
heartache and bad publicity 
should be allowed only if there 
is a strong chance of a suc¬ 
cessful prosecution. 

Normally, first offenders 
are now given a suspended 
jail sentence. That in itself is 
considered sufficient punish¬ 
ment — apart from the social 
ostracism often suffered by- 
suspects. 

There has been strong 
pressure on the government 
to scrap the act. Last year 
Agriculture Minister Schoe 
man said the country did not 
need it. He was backed up by 
Foreign Minister Pik Botha 

There was an immediate 


furore and the two were 
forced to back down; yet an¬ 
other indication of the rigid 
cabinet and caucus discipline 
applied.by the National 
Party 

But in Namibia (South-west 
Africa), the Immorality and 
Mixed Marriages Acts were 
repealed by the Pretoria ap¬ 
pointed Administrator-Gen¬ 
eral, Mr Justice Steyn, with 
little fuss. Three weeks later, 
in November last year, the 
first legal across-the-color- 
line marriage took place be 
tween a man of German de 
scent nd a Rehoboth Baster 
woman. 

A few months earlier Lon- 
don-bpm optometrist Arthur 
Barnett married Miriam 
Mvula in a traditional Trans¬ 
kei tribal ceremony without 
interfence. 

The two acts are still on 
the statute books in Transkei. 
but after a unanimous resolu¬ 
tion of the Transkei National 
Assembly last year, neither 
are being applied 

The Immorality Act goes 
back to 1927. forbidding sex¬ 
ual relations between a white 
person and an African, in 1950 


the act was amended to forbid 
sex between a white person 
and any person not white. 

A person in court under 
the Immorality Act will 
usually face two charges: 
contravening the act and con¬ 
spiring to contravene it. The 
second is the harder to prove 
innocence: magistrates differ 
on what constitutes "conspir 
ac.v" and whether a kiss 
across the color line would 
naturally lead the two go to 
bed 

Government feelings ap¬ 
pears to be that abolition of 
the two acts will destroy the 
whole basis of apartheid 

They may be right. 


Progressive Federal Party 
MP Van Zyl Slabbert said 
during the recent parliamen 
tary debate on the acts that If 
they were scrapped, the Pop¬ 
ulation Registration Act 
(which classifies people on 
their color), the Group Areas 
Act (which gives race groups 
demarcated areas in which 
they may live) would also 
have to go. 

And then the need for ra 
dally separate education, for 
job reservation and white 
trade unions would have to go 
as well. 

No self-respecting national- 
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mt 
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1st would dream of that Po¬ 
lice Minister Kruger said it 
would be the thin edge of the 
wedge if the two acts were 
scrapped. 

So they stay — and the 
heartaches continue.

Dear Dr. Thosteaea: I 

am a 78-year-old woman. I 
have been having problems 
with my bowels. They Just 
won't move. After x-rays I 
was told 1 have dlverticulosls 
(not diverticulitis). The hos¬ 
pital told me to eat nothing 
but foods put In a blender. 
Another doctor told me I 
should eat a lot of vegetables 
raw and cooked, plus other 
roughage. Now I'm confused. 
What should I eat? *1 have 
tried both, and the roughage 
helps me. I take a stool sof¬ 
tener and drink mineral oil 
every night. — M.J.K. 

My vote goes to the doctor 
who advises roughage That 
and the stool softener should 
do the trick. The mineral oil 
could be eliminated. 

Dear Dr. Thostesoa: If a 
person has a straining bowel 
movement and the uterus 
drops, can it be put back in 
place? - Mrs. J.K. 

That’s called prolapse of 
the uterus. Relaxation of liga¬ 
ments and supporting tissues 
cause it. The case is aggra¬ 
vated by straining of the ab¬ 
dominal muscles when in a 
squatting position. Yes, the 
organ can be pushed back. It 
is done gently while lying on 
your back. The prolapse can 
be prevented by wearing a 
pessary or it ran be cured 
with surgery to tighten 
(shorten) the supporting liga¬ 
ments. Prolapse is not un¬ 
common among women who 
have had several pregnan¬ 
cies rapidly. You may have 
read items in which I've 
stressed the importance of 
post-pregnancy exercising. 
This is one of the reasons. 
Young women, take note. 

Quite apart from this you 
should investigate the cause 
of your hard bowel move 
ments. You may need a stool 
softening medicine. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I'm a 

54-year-old female taking 
super-vitamins and iron sup¬ 
plements. My stool is now 
black.. Any reason for con¬ 
cern? — J.J. 

You may be wasting a lot of 
money with your super sup¬ 
plements. The iron is a likely 
cause of the black stools. 
Suggest you stop for a week. 
If the stool remains that 
dark, be examined; could be 
some bleeding high in the di¬ 
gestive tract. 

Dear Dr. Thostesoa: I am 

told to avoid salt because of 
high blood pressure What 
about garlic salt? — M.C. 

Not much difference. It is 
regular salt with garlic added 
as a seasonipg. Avoid it.

A blind club member, un 
less aggressive to a fault, will 
most likely be passed by as a 
candidate for office. Club 
members entertaining guests 
in their homes frequently do 
nol extend invitations to 
those who are handicapped 

If a blind person Is denied 
social acceptance for the 
same reasons that a 
non-handicapped individual 
is found socially unaccept¬ 
able, it is understandable. 
But to be rejected soley be 
cause of blindness is a social 
barrier difficult to overcome. 

Miss Landers, please en¬ 
courage your readers to look 
beyond one’s visual handicap 
for the real person behind the 
sightless eyes.—Don Nold

'Women viewed as a disease’ 

Doctors get slapped 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
feminist health researcher 
told Congress Thursday that 
birth control should be taken 
out of the hands of doctors, 
who in many cases "view 
being a woman as a disease.” 

At the same House Select 
Committee on Population 
Committee hearing, Food 
and Drug Administrator Don¬ 
ald Kennedy said he favurs 
changing the law to allow 
drugs banned in the United 
States, like the controversial 
Depo-Provera contraceptive, 
to be exported. 

The committee ended three 
weeks of hearings on contra¬ 
ceptives, world fertility 
trends and ethical consider¬ 
ations of birth control with 
provocative testimony from 
feminist author and health 
expert Barbara Seaman. 

Citing the dangerous side 
effects from oral and intrau¬ 
terine contraceptives, she 
called for greater research 
and emphasis on non-chemi 
cal birth control methods. 

Ms. Seaman said there is 
no reason doctors should con¬ 
trol prescriptions for dia 
phragtns or steer women 
away from methods other 
than the pill and IUD. 

"Most physicians. 1 have 
concluded, view being a 
woman as a disease,” she 
said. “Many women are won¬ 
dering why contraception 


1 be physician con- 
1 at all" and why, if a 


should be 
trolled 

method needs doctor Inter¬ 
vention, it should be used at 
all. 

She called for making con¬ 
doms more available in vend¬ 
ing machines and removing 
television advertising bans 
on them. 

Citing both government 
and medical industry opposi 
tion to such commercials, she 
said. "It can’t be a question 
of taste in this era of omni 
present ids for other person 
al products like jockey 
shorts, vaginal deodorants" 
she said. 

Ms. Seaman also suggest¬ 
ed: 

• Training paramedics to 
educate women in alterna¬ 
tive methods of birth control, 
•including natural methods 

relying on measuring chemi¬ 
cal changes in the women. 

• Studies to find out if con¬ 
doms could be marketed in 
several sizes like dia 
phragms. 

• Improving sperm banks 
. so that male sterilization 


would become more widely 
used. 

• Daily 4$-minute hot 
baths for men on the theory 
that heat kills sperm. 

Kennedy, whose agency 
bannedjhe injectable Depo 
ProvdW for U.S. use as a 
long-term contraceptive, said 
It could be useful in other 
countries. 

Risks and benefits ealeu 
lated for the U.S. population 
are not the same as those In 


other countries, he said, and 
it would smack of "elitism” 
to refuse to let other coun¬ 
tries make their own deci¬ 
sions. 

He said the drug is used for 
birth control in 69 countries 
and is supplied In 42 of them 
by a planned parenthood 
group.

RIGHT AWAY? 
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With the planting Mason upon us, one 
of the most important lessons the novice 
gardener must learn Is not to fuss undu¬ 
ly over newly planted perennials, 
shrubs, trees or lawns. All they need in 
their early stages Is to be treated with a 
little Wholesome neglect. 

If the plantlngsite has been prepared 
properly, and the plant or shrub put in 
correctly, there Is very little more you 
can do to help it along until it has settled 
down In Its new environment. In fact, 
considerable damage can' be done by 
trying to push the plant along. 

The time to supply food for the plant, 
the time to ensure against dryness at 
the roots, the time to amend the soil 
texture Is before planting, not after. 

For Instance, the newly planted 
lawn, whether from sod or seed,- will 
prosper best if its after-care Is limited 
to careful and frequent mowing during 
Its first season, plus water when it is 
really needed. The use of weedkillers 
and fertilizers will hinder rather than 
help the young grasses In their effort to 
become established. 

There shouldn’t be any need for 
either 2,4-D weedkiller or chemibal fer¬ 
tilizer if the site was prepared properly 
In the first place. 

Any perennial plant, including trees, 
shrubs and grasses, needs time to get 
itself adjusted before It can forge ahead. 


It must develop Its root system before it 
can put on much topgrowth. so fertiliz¬ 
ers — particularly fertilizers of a forc¬ 
ing type — are more likely to be a 
hindrance than a help during the early 
stages, since they tend to foster the 
growth of foliage at the expense of root 
formation — topgrowth which cannot be 
supported by Inadequate roots. 

The newly planted tree or shrub 
should have a whole year of growth 
before any feeding at all is needed 
Don't expect very much in the way of 
above-ground performance during the 
first year; the important growth Is 
going on out of sight below the soil 
surface. 

Every plant suffers some injury and 
shock when it Is moved or transplanted, 
no matter how carefully the job is done. 
Tiny, almost Invisible root hairs are 
torn and broken, and because these are 
the organs through which the plant must 
take its food and water, they must be 
restored before new topgrowth can be 
formed. In the meantime, the plant lives 
on the nutrients stored In Its own tis¬ 
sues, rather like a hibernating bear 
living on its own fat. 

Until the plant grows itself a new set 
of feeding root hairs — and too much 
water or fertilizer can hinder this pro¬ 
cess — the amount of topgrowth which 


can be sustained is severely limited. 
This Is why experienced gardeners 
prune their trees and shrubs quite dras¬ 
tically during transplanting —- to reduce 
the demands upon the root system. 

Also, this is why so many evergreen 
trees and shrubs shed some of their 
foliage when transplanted Far from 
being abnormal or bad, this leaf-shed 
ding is only the plant’s way of balancing 
Its budget — of adjusting Its expenditure 
to its income, In terms of moisture and 
nutrients. 

There are one or two small assists 
that can help a new plant over its 
difficult period. For one thing. It can be 
watered In. during the planting or 
transplanting process, with a solution of 
either Transplantone or Dixon-Reid Vi¬ 
tamin B-l. These products contain a 
substance, thiamin chloride, which for 
some reason unknown to me. helps 
counter transplanting shock. 

Excess loss of moisture through 
evaporation can be checked by spraying 
with Wilt-Pruf, a liquid plastic 
The time to consider a feeding pro 
gram for your new plants is after new 
growth starts again. Until strong, vigor 
ous topgrowth is resumed, all they need 
is firm anchorage, protection againsl 
extremes of wetness or dryness, and 
freedom from the nagging attention of 
their owners.

It was raining hard the 
other morning and I thought 
it would be a good time to 
drive out to the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art to see 
the King Ashurnasirpal II ex¬ 
hibit. 

It had occurred to me that 
while people were paying a 
scalper's price for tickets and 
standing in line to see King 
Tut's funeral furniture, the 
splendid stone reliefs from 
the palace of the Persian 
King would stand in an empty 
room, unseen.

— a vain, powerful, blood¬ 
thirsty and ruthle'ss con 
querer who fought, caroused, 
lusted and built a great city.

I had no umbrella and no 
hat, and I hurried up the 
steps and across the terrace 
toward the entrance. The Tut 
line was sheltered against the 
upper-building. It was a face¬ 
less thing of raincoats and 
plastic umbrellas, and a man 
in a yellow slicker was bark¬ 
ing instructions at It, like an 
animal trainer. The line 
turned the corner at the end 
of the building, its tail out of 
sight. 

On the terrace Rodin's 
Thinker sat uncovered in the 




rain, dripping wet, mailing it 
over. 

1 walked through the atri¬ 
um and down to the lower hall 
where the Assyrian tablet 
had always been kept. A 
guard standing In the en¬ 
trance turned to face me, 
giving me his full attention, 
since I was the only visitor in 
sight. He said nothing. The 
situation spoke for itself. 

Two long black vinyl sofas 
had been placed at the foot of 
the steps leading down into 
the exhibition space. I could 
see that was also blocked off 
at either side. The four great 
stone reliefs stood in their 
usual place, bathed in the soft 
lustre of spotlights from 
above. A man in overalls was 
down on his knees in front of 
the centre tablets, using a 
crowbar on the dais. 

‘‘WJiat’s happening?" I 
asked the guard, anxious that 
perhaps the exhibit was being 
permanently dismantled. 

“They’re changing every¬ 
thing around,” he said. 

“How long will it be?" I 
asked, looking at my watch. 

“About a month.” 

There was no need,to con¬ 
sider my trip wasted. 1 could 
never get enough of the 
French impressionists. 1 took 
the elevator up one floor and 
walked into a room full of 
Gauguin, Cezanne and- Ren¬ 
oir. 

I stood in front of a Gauguin 
called “The Red Cow." I was 
quite alone. No one jostled 


me as I studied the details of 
the painting: the dark land 
scape, the two men working 
In a pale green field, the 
woman with one arm dan¬ 
gling from the weight of a 
water jug, the little dog bark¬ 
ing at the cow. I wondered 
why the cow was going out of 
the picture, so her head didn’t 
show. Did Gauguin have 
trouble with cow's faces? 

A tall man and a short 
woman had come up swiftly 
behind me. .“Gauguin,” the 
woman said. The man said 
nothing. They moved on to 
the next painting. “Ce¬ 
zanne,” the woman said to 
her silent mate. She turned 
quickly away from the Ce 
z.anne and walked across to 
the other side of the room, the 
man following a step behind 
“Renoir,” she said, and they 
left. 

I admired a Claude Monet, 
one of those scenes in the 
woods, with dappled sunlight 
and women in summery 
dresses, feeling that if I stood 
there long enough one of 
them would look up and say 
hello, or perhaps bonjour 

I wandered on into another 
room where a very large Ma 
tisse invited me to sit for a 
moment with two women at 
tea in a garden. It was called 
“Tea,” and was mostly 
green, except for a brown 
path and a grey dog that was 
scratching his ear. Matisse 
had distorted one of the 
women's faces — playing 


around with cubism the card 
explained but otherwise 
the scene was rather cool and 
tranquil for Matisse. 

Suddenly I was aware of 
the tall man and the short 
woman behind me, silently 
regarding the women at tea. 
"Sometimes," she said, "I 
think he couldn't draw.” The 
man said nothing. They 
moved on. 

I wished Matisse had been 
there. Once he had been, 
when a woman said some 
thing like that about one of 
his pictures. 

"That girl's arm Is too 
long." she had said. 

“Madame," said Matisse, 
“that is not a girl. It is a 
painting.” 

Before leaving 1 stopped in 
at the bookstore.

I bought a postcard for 21 
cents, lining up at a cash 
register behind some Tut pur 
chasers, and walked out into 
the rain. 

The Thinker had finally fi 
gured it out. 

“People are crazy," he 
said as I passed by.

Kim was working behind the counter 
of Ernie’s Taco Parlor on 49th street in 
mid-Manhattan stuffing burritos when 
she was spotted by Celebrity Mogul Al 
KageL "Tell me all about yourself, 
kid," said Kagel. 

“Well, golly, I'm just a sweet iSho- 
cent young thing, Mr. Kagel." she said. 
“And my name's Kim Kraus." 

“That won’t do in the celeb business, 
kid. We’ll have to change it." 

“My name?” 

"No, kid. Your personality." 

It was grueling work, but Kim s 
driving ambition carried her through.

Has better case, says brother 
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PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
Sam Jones says his brother 
Sid in England has a better 
case for being admitted to 
Canada as an immigrant 
than the Insurance Corp. of 
B.CVs president, Robbie 
Sherrell. 

Jones said Friday he was 
filling out the necessary im¬ 
migration papers in an effort 
tohave his brothers admitted 
to Canada. He will also ap¬ 
proach MP Frank Oberle 
(PC—Prince George-Peace 
River) and provincial MLA 
Howard Lloyd (SC—Fort 
George) for their assistance. 

Sid Jones was refused ad¬ 
mission to Canada last year 


because Canada Manpower 
said his prospective employ¬ 
er. the city of Prinee George, 
had not sufficiently adver¬ 
tised for a Canadian to take 
the job. Immigration author¬ 
ities initially were going to 
refuse Sherrell admittance 
on the same basis. 

The city said it had adver 
tised across the country for 14 
months and had not found a 
suitable applicant for the job 
of city building inspector 
ICBC also said it had con 
ducted a search, though of 


much shorter duration and 
had failed to find a suitable 
Canadian candidate. 

But Sid Jones left the coun 
try when his visitor s visa 
expired because immigration

OTTAWA (CP) - Environ- 
men! Minister Len Marchand 
warned Klllmal Pipe Line 
Ltd. Friday to think twice 
before going ahead with its 
application to build an oil 
pipeline between Kitimat and 
Edmonton. 

Marchand told the Com¬ 
mons the federal government 
had made a clear statement 
that It does not see the need 
for a West Coast oil port in 
the foreseeable future. 

But Frank Oberle (Prince 
George-Peace River) said 
the Kitimat application is 
still before the National En¬ 
ergy Board, despite the state¬ 
ment by the minister last 
month. 

Energy experts in Ottawa 
•say they feel the Kitimat ap¬ 
plication is being kept alive 


because of a statement made 
by Prime Minister Trudeau 
that the pipeline issue could 
be reconsidered if the oil Is 
ever needed to meet Canadi¬ 
an needs. 

They say that Kitimat Is 
unlikely to take any action 
untli the National Energy 
Board completes a study in 
September of oil supply antf 
demand. Including the need 
for oil ports. They also expect 
Kitimat to be an active par¬ 
ticipant in the oil hearings, 
attempting to show the oil 
will be needed for domestic 
needs. 

Kitimat planned to build a

cations” such as punctured 
tires on automobiles and tele¬ 
phone threats. 

Igor Robanov, a Soviet em¬ 
bassy press officer here, said 
Friday that he has been ap¬ 
proached to supply informa¬ 
tion. But he did not know 
whether the person who ap¬ 
proached him was from the 
RCMP or “maybe someone 
freelancing." 

“I think it was just a provo¬ 
cation,” he said. 

Izvestia said there have 
been repeated protests to Ca¬ 
nadian authorities about 
these alleged provocations 
but the problems continued. 

There has been "brazen 
shadowing” in city streets, 
secret searches of apart¬ 
ments and “attempts to im¬ 
pose anti-Soviet literature” 
on Soviet officials, the gov¬ 
ernment newspaper said. 

The Izvestia report said 
that Quilley asked “M” to 
collect information on the 
work of Moscow departments 
"connected with certain Ca¬ 
nadian firms.” These firms 
were no! named but the So¬ 
viet Union is known to have 
a financial interest in some 
Canadian companies. 

The newspaper report al¬ 
leged that “Canadian special 
services initially planned to 
draw agents of the Central 
Intelligence Agency of the 
United States in the work 
with ’M’ but decided to con¬ 
tinue this work themselves.” 

Izvestia said that Canadian 
passports in the name of Mik- 
hail Dzuba and Yaroslav 
Stadnik were prepared for 
"M.” He was also given a 
forged birth certificate and 
social insurance card. 

“M” was also given a tele¬ 
phone number which he could 
call from any country to ar¬ 
range a meeting with a Cana¬ 
dian agent, the newspaper 
said The Soviet official was 
told he could go to any Cana¬ 
dian embassy abroad for 
help, Izvestia said. 

Izvestia said that Quilley 
approached "M” with the as¬ 
signment in December, 1977. 

But the date seemed to con¬ 
flict with another item in the 
story. Izvestia said “M" was 
given a "lelteiyf guarantee” 
signed by Allmand to be used 
"in case of failure." How¬ 
ever, Allmand was no longer 
solicitor-general in Decem¬ 
ber, 1977, as alleged by Izves¬ 
tia. Francis Fox was solici¬ 
tor-general at the time. 

Asked about the story. 
Quilley said Friday evening 
that T won t have any com¬ 
ment on it." 

Bent ham. the RCMP 
spokesman, said that “we 
would neither confirm nor 
deny any of the allegations 
that have been directed to¬ 
wards the force or any of its 
members." 

There were news reports a 
month ago that the RCMP 
had recruited a communist 
diplomat as a double agent. 

But External Affairs Min¬ 
ister Don Jamieson said at 
the time in New York that he 
understood the RCMP de¬ 
scribed the report as “a fab¬ 
rication.” 

Robanov. the Soviet Em¬ 
bassy press officer, said in 
Ottawa Friday that Zakharov 
is now in Moscow. He said he 
does not know the identity or 
the fate of “M." 
















































































Beauty contests ‘sexist’

Beauty contest* in general 
and (he Victoria Celebration* 
■Society'* May Queen selec¬ 
tion in particular came under 
fire Thur*day from Victoria 
Aid. William McElroy a* 
being "degrading, sexist and 
regressive.” 

Although not all aldermen 
agreed with McElroy's harsh 
judgment of beauty contests, 
city council rejected a re¬ 
quest from the celebration* 
society for a $350 grant to pay 
the rent for the McPherson 
Playhouse where the May 
Queen is to be selected May 1. 

McElroy Went on the of¬ 
fensive the moment a motion 
to approve the grant was on 
the floor. 

"Beauty contests are de¬ 
grading, sexist and regress¬ 
ive," he said. 

"It’s bad enough they’re 
held, but to come to city hall 
for a grant is doubly insult¬ 
ing.” he added. 

Aid. Hobin Hlencoe agreed 
with McElroy. He said he had 
voted in favor of the grant at 
the committee meeting last 
week, but had changed his 
mind. 

"1 find it a sexist-type of 
event. Everyone assumes be¬ 
cause beauty contests have 
been held traditionally, the 
practice must continue," he 
said. 

Aid. Murray Glazier said 
he couldn't see anyhting sex¬ 
ist in the May Queen contest. 
In the request for a grant 
there was no mention of a 
beauty contest. 


"And there's no mention of 
whether the May Queen must 
be a female." he said. 

That prompted a facetious 
remark from Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie who suggested that 
city council recommend Aid. 
Blencoe to serve as the May 
Queen. 

“That's a sexist remark," 
Blencoe shot back. 

Aid. Tindall said the May 
Queen selection wasn't a 
beauty contest. There were 
other skills involved. 

But McElroy stuck by his 
guns. 

“That’s the usual argu¬ 
ment that these people aren't 
only judged for their beauty, 
but other attributes. Thai's 
hogwash. Traditionally, it’s 
the young, beautiful females 
who are selected," he said, 
interrupted by a hearty 
"hear, hear” from one of his 
colleagues. 

And just before council 
voted down the grant request, 
McElroy said in a lounge-in 
cheek aside. "My wife will 
make supper for me if this is 
defeated. 1 ' 

This is the second time in 
two weeks that the celebra¬ 
tions society has landed In hot 
water. Two weeks ago, the 
society announced that no 
children under 15 would be 
allowed in this year's Vic¬ 
torian Days parade. 

When numerous protests 
were voiced, the society re¬ 
versed its decision.

Jury’s advice 
already taken 


An inquest into the death 
two months ago of a Royal 
Roads cadet beneath the ice 
in Finlayson Ami ended re¬ 
cently with a recommenda 
(ion that floatation vests and 
divers’ flags be made man¬ 
datory for specialty scuba 
diving. 

Earlier evidence disclosed 
that the cadet, Claus Gorgi- 
t huk, 21, of Two Hills, Alta., 
had not been equipped with a 
flag or floatation vest when 
he disappeared beneath the 
ice Jan. 7. His body was 
found the next day. 

Gorgichuk was in a party of 
five cadet divers. 

A coroner's jury also re¬ 
commended that persons 
considering such specialty 
scuba diving as ice and cave 
diving take advanced divers’ 
courses. There was another 
recommendation that the 
“buddy system” and use of 
buddy lines be emphasized in 
diving courses. 

Safety experts who attend¬ 
ed the inquest said after¬ 
ward that all of the points 
recommended are already 
Included in the National Safe¬ 
ty Council courses. 

Coroner Edmond Jorre de 
St. Jorre said he hoped other 
lives might be saved by pub¬ 
licity given the incident and 
ensuing inquest. 

The jury found the cause of 
death to be accidental drown¬ 
ing. 

Brian Wells of Sidney, 
chairman of the underwater 
section of the B.C. Safety 
Council, told the inquest he 
had instructed Gorgichuk 
and all but one of the other 
cadets. While the cadets had 
not had advanced specialty 
training, he described them 
as intelligent and adept at 
what they were doing. 

'‘You’re dealing with an 
excellent group," he told St. 
Jorre. 

However, he conceded that 
he wouldn't have recom¬ 
mended the type of diving 
outing the cadets had en¬ 
gaged in on the day of the 
tragedy. He said the covering

Picking up gauntlet

There's an extra ingredient 
In Conservative Leader Vic 
Stephens' Oak Bay byelection 
campaign: It's called surviv¬ 
al. 

The Tory leader, tossed into 
a tough political campaign 
within months of being named 
leader, would have preferred 
a longer apprenticeship at the 
helm. But it's part of the mea¬ 
sure of the man that after a 
couple of weeks considering 
the implications of running in 
Oak Bay, particularly the im¬ 
plications of defeat, he decid¬ 
ed to roll the dice anyway. 

At the start of his cam- 

f iaign. Stephens leaned heavi- 
y on the Image of the man he 
was replacing, Scott Wallace. 
As the campaign moved along 
he shifted the emphasis, 
never suddenly enough to 
alarm Wallace fans, to Vic 
Stephens as his own man. 

That doesn’t mean Ste¬ 
phens was turning away from 
Wallace or his support, just 
that he was taking a reading 
on the Oak Bay electorate and 
recognizing that, whoever 
represents them, they want 
that person to be his own man, 
not a reflection of someone 
else. 

While using all sections of 
the media to get his message 
across, Stephens Is basically 
a one-on-one man. He likes to 
talk to people, prefers the 
face-to-face conversation to 
the blank plasticity of the TV 
screen. But he uses both be¬ 
cause he knows that while he 
may boast that he’ll “knock 
on every door", that is physi¬ 
cally impossible. 

On the other hand, if a count 
could be taken, he’ll probably 
knock on twice as many doors 
as any other two candidates 
simply because that’s the way 
he is. f t 

■Stephens is not a firebrand 
politician. He thinks before he 
speaks, voices his opinions 
clearly and with lawyer’s 
logic. He obviously is not 
afraid to stand and be counted 
even when friends and col¬ 
leagues have deserted the

Conservative ship for the So¬ 
cial Credit conglomerate. 

As he puts It “If I were 
afraid of being a lone voice in 
the Legislature, I wouldn’t be 
running in Oak Bay.” 

There are times when talk¬ 
ing to Stephens that the im¬ 
pression is left that he is naive 
when ho suggests that a vic¬ 
tory in Oak Bay will be the 
first step towards a Tory 
comeback across the prov¬ 
ince. But, while it might be 
naive, it is part of Stephens’ 
makeup to be optimistic even 
while facing heavy odds. 

He is convinced that the 
people who left the Tory party 
to join Bill Bennett’s “new”

Barrett late 
for Camp 


Close to 500 people turned 
out Thursday to hear what 
the New Democratic Party is 
billing as the Oak Bay BBC— 
Barrett, Barber and Camp. 

The (i50-seat Oak Bay ju¬ 
nior secondary school audito¬ 
rium started to fill slowly 
from 7:30 p.m, to piano music 
featuring slowtime tunes like 
Irish Eyes Arc Smiling and 
After the Ball Is Over.

right-wing organization will 
see the error of their ways 
when the next general elec¬ 
tion is called, and return to 
the more clearly defined tra¬ 
ditional parties. When that 
happens, and it will start at 
the next general election, the 
Conservatives want to be in 
place, in position to offer 
“free-enterprise representa¬ 
tion with some humanity.” 

Stephens is proud of other 
aspects of his campaign, as¬ 
pects which point as clearly to 
Uie man’s beliefs as anything 
else, “You’ll notice that we 
are the ‘signless’ party,” he 
says with a smile. “All the 
others have signs up. We 
don’t.” 

He doesn’t add that in Oak 
Bay he feels that signs would 
be an intrusion on the privacy 
of the people, especially the 
older folks who predominate 
in Oak Bay proper. 

Nor does he mention, or 
even suggest, that the “no 
signs” advice probably came 
from l^allace, tbc man who 
broke the Liberal strangle¬ 
hold on Oak Bay back in 1969. 
The year before in a byclec- 
tion, Peter Pollen had tried to 
batter down the Liberal gates 
on the Social Credit ticket. 
Poilen opted for an all-out, 
full-flood green-and-white 
sign campaign. 

It proved disastrously in¬ 
sulting to the people of Oak 
Bay. 

When Wallace took up the 
cudgels in the 1969 general 
election he reversed the Pol¬ 
len philosophy, ran virtually 
“signless”” and won handily, 

Stephens wouldn’t know 
about that, but Wallace re¬ 
membered and Stephens lis¬ 
tens. 

There’s little doubt, too, 
that Stephens has listened to 
Wallace on the matter of the 
election headquarters. He has 
two. One out on Shelbourne 
Street in the heart of the Gor¬ 


don Head section of the riding, 
the other in Oak Bay proper. 

As far as Stephens Is con¬ 
cerned. the northern half of 
the riding, generally neglect¬ 
ed at election time, holds the 
key to success. He doesn’t say 
so, but that’s where the bulk of 
the Social Credit vote lies. 

Stephens bristles his worst 
when it Is suggested that his 
party’s philosophy is similar 
to Social Credit’s. Tories, he 
says, believe in people before 
profits, and that’s the main 
difference. Balance the books 
by all means, but only after 
the people have been taken 
care of. 

He doesn’t disagree with 
balanced budgets, but be¬ 
lieves that there are times 
when a government should 
borrow to tide its people over 
hard times. Significantly 
enough, Premier Bennett has 
shifted his “balanced budget” 
stand slightly In recent 
weeks. The premier now says 
the provincial budget should 
balance over a five-year peri¬ 
od and allows for the possibili¬ 
ty of a deficit (although he 
never mentions that word) in 
a bad year. 

Stephens thinks that brings 
the premier a little closer to 
his thinking rather than tak¬ 
ing him closer to Bennett's 
new philosophy. 

Stephens does not regard 
himself as a maverick, but 
there's little doubt that he is 
when he thinks he’s right. He 
doesn’t bend to majority opin¬ 
ion just because It is majority 
opinion. And he applies the 
rules politically as well as 
professionally. 

As a lawyer he recently 
fought a running skirmish 
with the profession’s supervi¬ 
sory body because he insisted 
on the right to establish a 
legal aid clinic. 

That fight is forgotten, 
briefly, while the Calgary- 
born lawyer goes for the big¬ 
ger prize of a seat in the 
Legislature. His opponents 
would be unwise to think the 
issue has gone away perman¬ 
ently. 

Stephens has few illusions. 
He knows that his Oak Bay 
fight is a tough one. He knows 
that Scott Wallace pulled tre¬ 
mendous personal support 
which crossed lines of politi¬ 
cal loyalty. He knows that 
since 1969 supporters of all 
other parties crossed paty 
lines to vote for Wallace. And 
he knows that he is going to 
lose some of that support this 
time around. 

Any other type of man 
would be discouraged. But not 
Stephens. He isn’t the easily 
discouraged kind. He mea¬ 
sured the odds, tried to calcu¬ 
late what he would lose and 
therefore what he would have 
to gain and says: “I’m happy. 
I’m really happy wth the way 
things are going. The people 
all over the Oak Bay riding 
have given me, are giving me, 
a tremendous reception and 
a lot of encouragement 

“There is still a great deal 
to be done, but I think the 
people of Oak Bay are going to 
comdthjgogh with their tradi¬ 
tional, thinking support, for 
the individual rather than just 
vote a party line.” 

From any other politician 
that would sound like just 
election talk. From Stephens 
it’s a statement of faith.

Library dialogue 
one for the books 


DUNCAN — Despite 
considerable opposition 
from two of its directors, 
Cowicban Valley Regional 
District Board approved 
by a 20-11 vote a motion 
that would see the region¬ 
al library move from its 
present downtown loca¬ 
tion to a greatly expand¬ 
ed facility, at the new 
community centre com¬ 
plex, about six blocks 
away. 

The heated debate came 
following a suggested motion 
that the Vancouver Island 
Regional Library adminis¬ 
trator be approached con¬ 
cerning design changes at the 
centre, necessary for library 
purposes and also to enter 
into a five-year lease agree¬ 
ment for the proposed space 
at $2.50 per square foot an¬ 
nually. 

Director Marion Lukaitis, 
a Duncan alderman, opposed 
the move. He said Duncan 
Mayor Ken Paskin had nego¬ 
tiated with the^library “with¬ 
out direction or approval by 
city council whatsoever.” 

He said the library was the 
“anchor of downtown busi¬ 
ness” and that the matter 
should be tabled until Duncan 
had discussed it further. 

North Cowichan alderman, 
director Ron McKinnon, also 
opposed the move. He fa¬ 
vored the library moving into 
the activity centre, formerly 
a small church. 

“If the activity centre 
moves out of this building 
then maybe, the library 
would like to locate there,” 
he said. 

Chairman Charlie Boas 
said: “We have to find a 
home for the library. The 
community centre site would 


New Nanaimo harbor body chief 


Duke Point respdnse hailed 


NANAIMO — Nanaimo 
businessman Don Rawlins 
has taken over as chair¬ 
man of Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission from Doug 
.Greer, who is assuming a 
post as provincial court 
judge in New Westminis¬ 
ter. 

In his first announce¬ 
ment as chairman, Raw¬ 
lins said a commitment 
from Doman Industries to 
locate a sawmill at Duke 
point, if the project goes 
ahead, and a commitment 
to ship a set minimum 
amount of lumber per 


year, were just part of 
the NHC presentation to 
govenunent officials in 
Ottawa last week. 

Rawlins said they got a 
favorable response, and, he 
hopes to have the go-ahead 
soon to get on with the 
project. 

The proposal is to proceed 
with the port development in 
stages. 

For stage One, the request 
is for $10.5 million, made up 
of an outright grant of $6.5 
million, and $4 million inter¬ 
est-free over three years. 

Rawlins said the stage-by- 
stage development of the 
deep-sea berths was an eco¬ 
nomic practicality, com¬ 


pared with going ahead with 
the full proposal all at once. 

Ottawa was also asked to 
negotiate with Victoria for 
120 acres at Duke Point. 

Rawlins also asked Nanai¬ 
mo city council to lobby doth 
governments to this end. He 
noted that this development 
would be the first major port 
development on Vancouver 
Island which is not on an 
estuary. 

He added that they will not 
seek an increase in log stor¬ 
age in Nanaimo river es¬ 
tuary, which is across the 
spit of land from the pro¬ 
posed port complex. 

Meanwhile a select com¬ 
mittee of Nanaimo city coun¬ 
cil will meet again with the 


B.C. Development Corpora¬ 
tion on March 15 to continue 
their discussions on BCDC's 
role in the Duke point project. 

In a discussion on services 
to the land, the development 
corporation disclosed a plan 
to 'contribute $1 million In 
addition to normal taxes for 
sewer and water capital costs 
to the city over the next 
20 years. 

The council subsequently 
approved a motion that a 
summary be done on water 
costs for discussion at the 
next meeting. 

Project manager Peter 
Breikss told the meeting that 
prospects for the deepsea ter¬ 
minal looked good. He said 
Doman Industries, Western 


Forest Industries, Mayo 
Lumber and Q.C. Timber 
have expressed an interest in 
the three sawmill sites, and 
negotiations are continuing 
with some groups, including 
the ministry of transport, 
over the proposed oil tank 
farm. 

Breikss said the depart¬ 
ment of environment says 
the project can proceed, sub¬ 
ject to some conditions in¬ 
volving general construction 
procedures, waste disposal, 
and tank farm spill contain¬ 
ment facilities. 

The fisheries minister, he 
said, indicated there were 
potential workable solutions 
to the problems of log stor¬ 
age in he estuary. 


be ideal. This would place the 
library just across the road 
from our high school. Our 
children could use it more 
easily.” 

Director Lorne Campbell, 
favoring the move said: 
“This $12,000-a-year rent that 
we would get from the li¬ 
brary, would be the first 
money that the regional 
board would get back for the 
community centre. 

Administrator Ralph Keir 
said thit he had received a 
phone call that night, from 
Vancouver Island Regional 
Library Board chairman, 
confirming acceptance of the 
regional board's proposals 
for the library move and rent¬ 
al agreement.

All of the other 10 directors 
voted for it, but McKinnon 
and Hollett have four votes 
apiece and Lukaitis has 
three. Many of the other 
directors only have one vote. 

Lukajtis* final comment 
was: "The City of Duncan is 
going to make every effort to 
keep the library and senior 
citizens in the downtown 
area.” 

Lukaitis then requested 
North Cowichan council to 
look into the matter of the 
parking of vehicles on the 
sidewalks of James Street. 

He complained that “there 
were two businesses on the 
south side currently parking 
on the sidewalks.” 

He said he requested 
“North Cowichan to look into 
the parking of Doman's Ltd. 
and one other business, and 
that North Cowichan endeav¬ 
or to provide suitable traffic 
control, re parking on the 
north and south side of James 
Street.” 

Considerable discussion 
took place concerning the 
purchase of a $18,500 word 
processor systems typing 
computer. 

Hollett. opposing the pur¬ 
chase, said: “Just two weeks 
ago we got six cars that we 
didn’t budget for. Now we 
have an $18,000 machine. I'm 
not convinced that it will do 
twice as much as another 
$9,000 machine quoted ear¬ 
lier. We’re spending money 
like a drunken sailor. I’d just 
like to know what it is going 
to do for us.” 

Administrator Kier in¬ 
formed him that the purchase 
of the six cars would save 
about $14,000.

Has better case, says brother 


PRINCE GEORGE (CP) — 
Sam Jones says his brother 
Sid in England has a better 
case for being admitted to 
Canada as an immigrant 
than the Insurance Corp. of 
B.C.’s president. Robbie 
Sherrell. 

Jones said Friday he was 
filling out the necessary im 
migration papers In an effort 
to have his brother admitted 
to Canada. He will also ap¬ 
proach MP Frank Oberle 
(PC—Prince Gcorge-Peace 
River) and provincial MLA 
Howard Lloyd (SC—Fort 
George) for their assistance. 

Sid Jones was refused ad 
mission to Canada last year 


because Canada Manpower 
said his prospective employ¬ 
er. the city of Prince George, 
had not sufficiently adver¬ 
tised for a Canadian to take 
the Jt)b. immigration author 
ities initially were going to 
refuse Sherrell admittance 
on the same basis. 

The city said it had adver¬ 
tised across the country for 14. 
months and had not found a 
suitable applicant for the job 
of city building inspector. 
ICBC also said it had con¬ 
ducted a search, though of 


much shorter duration and 
had failed to find a suitable 
Canadian candidate. 

But Sid Jones left the coun¬ 
try when his visitor’s visa 
expired because immigration 
authorities would not relent 
in his case, while Sherrell 
was admitted this week, in 
part because Employment 
and Immigration Minister 
Bud Cuilen said ICBC had a 
Canadian board chairman. 

‘ Sherrell doesn’t even 
have relatives in this country 
and many others gel their 


family here without prob¬ 
lems," said Sam Jones in an 
interview Thursday. "So why 
didn’t they let Sid come to 
live here?" 

He said Sid had a greater 
right to come to Canada than 
most others. 

"My brother served with 
the 409 Bomber Squadron 
during the Second World 
War. That was a Canadian 
squadron. I also served in the 
Royal Canadian Navy,’’ said 
Sam.

His colleges in the ranks of 
organized labor tolerate him 
as a harmless phllospber. 

But Larry Tlckner, perenni¬ 
al Socialist Party of Canada 
candidate In elections, sees 
himself quiet seriously, as one 
of the few men in British 
Columbia holding the key to 
happiness for the masses. 

Tlckner, 47, one of the five 
candidates in the Oak Bay 
byelection scheduled for 
March 20, has a low opinion of 
all political parties but saves 
his bitterest comments for the 
NDP. 

As far as he is concerned the 
NDP deserves Its special ha¬ 
tred spot because it dares to 
cad itself socialist, even if it 
insists that it's really talking 
about democratic socialism. 

To Tlckner and his handful 
of supporters, the only social¬ 
ists in B.C. belong to the So¬ 
cialist Party of Canada. All 
others are either Imposters or 
unable to grasp the true 
meaning of socialism. 

To mark the contempt of 
"real socialists” for "capital¬ 
ists masquerading as social¬ 
ists" the Socialist Party of 
Canada held its nonimation 
meeting in a classroom at Oak 
Bay Junior Secondary School 
to taunt the NDP holding its 
nomination meeting in the 
main auditorium. 

it doesn't appear to perturb 
Tlckner, a devotee of the 
Thespian art, that his party 
and his ideas are outnum¬ 
bered at every turn. "One 
day,” he says without the 
trace of a smile "people will 
understand." 

A carpenter by trade, 
Tlckner was finding it diffi¬ 
cult to get work a short time 
before the campaign started 
in earnest, but he accepted 
that fact philosophically, say¬ 
ing he would have more time 
to campaign.

political doctrine. It is never a 
consideration that Tlckner 
may not be as articulate as he 
considers himself. 

Asked how close his politi¬ 
cal philosophy is to the NDP, 
Tlckner replies: “We are as 
far away from the NDP as we 
are from the capitalists. In 
fact we believe that the NDP 
is just another capitalist 
party." And he adds that pure 
socialism "is also as far from 
communism as it is from capi¬ 
talism." 

In other words, in Tickner's 
book, the Socialist Party of 
Canada, a branch of the socia¬ 
list party of the world, stands 
alone in the political world. 

Under the heading of "fake 
socialism" he states: “A most 
popular reform has been state 
ownership, it has been imple¬ 
mented in varying degrees in 
almost every country in the 
world. In practice very little 
changes. Profits are drawn 
from government bonds in¬ 
stead of private or corporate 
shares. Market motivation 
still persists along with it reg¬ 
ular companions — unem¬ 
ployment and international 
business rivalries. At best, 
aside from disillusioning its 
adherents, state ownership 
has made little difference. In 
Russia and China, where it 
has been combined with a 
police state, it has proved 
worse. 

“At times, fanatical nation¬ 
alism is referred to as social¬ 
ism while actually it is com¬ 
pletely opposed to socialism. 
Is it any wonder that, after 
experiencing this fake social¬ 
ism. many turn away at the 
mention of the word.” 


'Ask who wrote that for him 
and Tickner replies Indig¬ 
nantly that he writes his own 
material. 

His approach to basic eco¬ 
nomics is simple: “Depress¬ 
ion is the result of lack of 
markets, not lack of need. 

"Unemployment follows 
because there is an inade¬ 
quate market for the avail¬ 
able working ability. Wars 
result over business competi¬ 
tion. Production for sale, the 
lubricating force for the last 
20« years, has now run dry and 
only jams the gears of man¬ 
kind's progress and even 
threatens survival... 


A request that Tickncr ex¬ 
plain just what he has written 
in his election leaflet brings a 
good-humored, but also indig¬ 
nant reply that "you should 
listen a little longer." 

Tickner understands and 
Tlckner believes and, as far 
as he is concerned, that is all 
that matters in the Oak Bay 
byelection. 

He doesn't say. but he does 
believe in Principle Number 
Six of the true socialist doc¬ 
trine. That is the principle 
stating that “the working 
class must organize con¬ 
sciously and politically for the 
conquest of the powers of gov¬ 
ernment. in order that the 
machinery, including these 
(armed) forces may be con¬ 
verted from an instrument of 
oppression into the agent of 
emancipation and overthrow 
of plutocratic privileges.” 

Tickner insists, as does one 
of his party's publicity pam¬

Couvelier eyes plan 
for 2 industry parks 


There is a good possibility 
that not one Unit two industri¬ 
al parks could be developed 
in Saanich, Mayor Mel Cou¬ 
velier said in an interview.

not advocacy of the overthrow 
of the government by force. 
He says the conquest can and 
should take place through the 
ballot box and that March 20 
in Oak will mark the start of 
triumph in Canada. 

Principle Number Six of the 
Socialist Party states: 
V. . . This Is the key. The 
working class must not leave 
the thinking to wise loaders, 
political messiqhs etc; They 
must KNOW what they are 
doing. Once in control of the 
seats of power, a victorious 
socllallst working class can 
immediately declare an end 
of class ownership and im¬ 
mediately convert the gov¬ 
ernment over people Into an 
administration over things.

Legislature, Tickner appears 
a little stunned by the possibil¬ 
ity, pauses, then answers 
"we'd have to work that out 
among ourselves." He adds 
“whoever it was would not be 
solely in charge.” 

Push for an answer and you 
are referred to another pam¬ 
phlet which states that the 
Socialist Party of Canada 
does not offer to act as lead¬ 
ers: "Leaders cannot solve 
the workers’ problems; The 
workers solve their own prob¬ 
lems by making the necessary 
effort to understand how capi¬ 
talism works and how it must 
be replaced by socialism. 

"What is required is not 
trust in leaders and their 
promises but an attitude of 
self-reliance and the determi¬ 
nation to understand the na¬ 
ture of the problems them¬ 
selves." 

Tickner bristles if is it sug¬ 
gested that he appears to re¬ 
cite the lines without mean¬ 
ing.

Saanich probes 
loss of topsoil 


By BILL SMITH 


A police investigation—the 
second In five weeks involv¬ 
ing Saanich municipal de¬ 
partments—is under way In¬ 
to the loss of up to $12,006 
worth of topsoil from muni¬ 
cipal custody, the Colonist 
has learned. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier would 
not confirm that police had 
been brought into the picture 
but he did admit Friday "we 
are exploring the distinct pos¬ 
sibility of a substantial 
shrinkage in our topsoil in¬ 
ventory." 

Municipal hall sources and 
police confirmed, however, 
that Saanich police were con¬ 
ducting an investigation and 
parks and public works em¬ 
ployees had been questioned. 

Earlier this week council 
closed the book on a police 
probe Into the disposal of sal¬ 
vage materials from muni¬ 
cipal waterworks projects. 

The investigation, which re¬ 


vealed 10 public works de¬ 
partment employees received 
$7,071.08 over a four-year pe¬ 
riod selling salvage materials 
to local scrap dealers, has 
resulted In a tighter control of 
workers and materials. 

Several hundred cubic 
yards of topsoil valued at be¬ 
tween $10,000 and $12,000 ap¬ 
parently cannot be account¬ 
ed for. It was learned. 

Couvelier, however, said 
evidence gathered so far In¬ 
dicated the value at less than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

“I’m very concerned,” he 
said. "Especially so because 
this revelation follows so 
close on the heels of the re¬ 
cent police probe of public 
works employees.” 

The Cblonlst'sinvestigatlon 
revealed that discrepancies 
in the public works and parks 
department inventories came 
to light several days ago, but 
aldermen and the municipal 
administrator were not told 
until Friday. Couvetidr’s first 
learned of the alleged short¬ 


fall Thursday evening and he 
assured the Colonist he would 
conduct an Immediate inves¬ 
tigation. 

He met department heads 
and senior staff Friday morn¬ 
ing before holding discussions 
with police officials. 

Investigation revealed that 
$25,000 was taken from the 
parks department budget last 
year to purchase topsoil from 
the land which now houses the 
mail processing plant on 
Glanford Avenue. It was 
stockpiled on adjacent muni¬ 
cipal property and some of it 
was later removed to Lam- 
brick Park, the main area 
used by Saanich for stockpil¬ 
ing topsoil for use by several 
municipal departments. 

Municipal accounting staff 
were busy most of Friday 
going through records to de¬ 
termine the actual amount of 
the shortfall in the topsoil 
accounts. 

Parks administrator Frank 
Andrews said Thursday he 
was not aware of a substantial 


inventory shortage, but ad¬ 
mitted "I know things are not 
balancing.” 

"I’m In the midst of check¬ 
ing records; as It looks now 
there’s not much that can't 
be accounted for.” 

Andrews added that he had 
not gone through the actual 
budget figures, however, “I 
just looked at the pile to de¬ 
termine how much topsoil is 
there." 

Municipal engineer Clifford 
Warren said he was not aware 
of any substantial shortfall in 
the stockpile. 

Public works committee 
chairman Aid. Howard Stur- 
rock would only say checks 
were being made and poor 
accounting procedures could 
be responsible for the ap¬ 
parent shortfall. 

“I am concerned,” he said, 
“but will refrain from saying 
more until I know the exact 
situation." 

Topsoil is stockpiled at the 
Sayward pit as well as at the 
Lambrick and Glanford sites. 


Anglicans 
back pact 


Reward doubled 
in school attack 


The Anglican clergy of B.C. 
has registered support for 
Rhodesia’s black majority- 
rule agreement and is calling 
on its own national body to do 
the same. 

“We believe the agreement 
was brought about by men of 
goodwill who represent the 
majority of all Rhodesians 
and who have sincerely and 
honestly pledged themselves 
to work together to take the 
steps necessary to achieve 
an orderly, peaceful and just 
transition to black majority 
rule by Dec. 31 of this year," 
the B.C. clergy said In a pre¬ 
pared statement. 

The statement, which came 
out of a two-day meeting that 
ended in Victoria Friday, 
calls on the National Execu¬ 
tive Council of the Anglican 
Church of Canada to “press 
upon the government of Can¬ 
ada a similar encouragement 
and support of the Salisbury 
agreement as a first step to¬ 


ward its ultimate recognition 
of a new Zimbabwian govern¬ 
ment ...” 

The Salisbury agreement 
was reached March 3 be¬ 
tween the Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment and leaders of the Afri¬ 
can National Council, the 
United African National 
Council and the Zimbabwe 
United Peoples Organization. 

The B.C. clergy statement 
said the proposal new gov¬ 
ernment—now in its transi¬ 
tional stage—would be “truly 
representative of all races 

The clergy called on all 
Anglicans to pray for the 
success of the agreement 
“and for an end to the vio¬ 
lence and bloodshed now 
being suffered by Rhodesia." 

The Victoria meeting was 
under the direction of Bishop 
F.R. Gartrell and- was at¬ 
tended by Archbishop Ted 
Scott, Anglican primate of 
Canada.

The bulk of the outstanding 
taxes |s owed by commercial 
operations, including office 
blocks, shopping centres and 
vacant parcels of land held 
for development. 

Preliminary year-end fig¬ 
ures show that Saanich had a 
modest surplus of $125,000 in

Barb McNulty used to 
smoke a minimum of two 
packages of cigarettes a day. 

That was the case until 
noon, March 1. 

From that time on, when¬ 
ever she feels the urge for a 
cigarette, she merely tweaks 
both earlobes and the craving 
’is gone. 

Mrs. McNulty is one of 
about 100 patients who have 
undergone acupuncture from 
Dr. Molino Yam. At least one 
other patient has phoned the 
Colonist suggesting a story on 
the “miracle" smoking cure, 
which costs $20 a session (not 
payable by B.C. Medicare). 

YAM, A general practioner 
as well, began giving acu¬ 
puncture treatments last July 
and estimates that he has 
put needles into more than 100 
patients who have gone to him 
to quit smoking. Although 
Yam said he had not kept 
track, he estimated that his 
success rate was something 
over 80 per cent. 

Formerly of Manila, the 
Philippine doctor said he had 
refined his technique down to 
where he could “cure” 
smokers in one or two ses¬ 
sions compared w^th five 
when he first began. Some 
didn’t respond at all, Yam 
admitted, because “they 
don't want to,” but he also had 
success stories about patients 
who used to smoke up to five 
packs a day. 

Yam said his interest In 
acupuncture began in 1972 
during then-president Ri¬ 
chard Nixon's trip to China. 
The U.S. president's visit 
sparked Yam to start reading 
all the material he could find 
about the subject and Yam 
eventually attended a five- 
month clinic on acupuncture 
here in Victoria.

for two years but gave it up— 
without the use of acupunc¬ 
ture. 

He said one of the positive 
side effects of the acupunc¬ 
ture treatment was that some 
patients actually ended up 
disliking the taste of ciga¬ 
rettes. 

Mrs. McNulty may have 
been one of his more reluc¬ 
tant patients, but she is prob¬ 
ably one of his biggest boost¬ 
ers. 

She didn't particularly 
want to stop smoking. She 
had tried twice to quit her¬ 
self. lasting one week the 
first time and two days the 


second time before going 
back to her smoking habit. 

BUT HER nerves were bad 
and she had constant head¬ 
aches which her doctor put 
down to sinuses. She finally 
decided, after hearing about 
Yam from a “friend of a 
friend,” that perhaps 15 years 
of smoking was enough. 

What made her more ap¬ 
prehensive about the idea was 
the fact she was deathly 
afraid of needles. And what's 
acupuncture without needles! 

She decided to go ahead 
and make an appointment, 
arriving at the doctor’s office 
at noon that Wednesday.

Right now, she feels much 
better for not smoking. She 
says her friends and co-work¬ 
ers say her eyes are much 
clearer and her skin health- 
ier-looking. 

Her eating habits are about 
the same, her nerves are 
much calmer and her head¬ 
aches have gone away. 

The only thing she does dif¬ 
ferently is that she chews 
gum now. 

AN EMPLOYMENT ser¬ 
vices officer at Canada Man¬ 
power, Mrs. McNulty feels 
she has passed the supreme 
test. She appears regularly on 
television and also broadcasts 
job opportunities on the radio 
and, if those appearances and 
broadcasts don't shake her, 
nothing will. 

She’s gradually cutting 
down the tweaks to the point 
now where she only does It 
once a day on the average. 

“Last week I was a con¬ 
firmed smoker,” Mrs. 
McNulty admitted. 

"This week, I don't want a 
cigarette.”

Those Were the Days: 
That Was the Night

HOLLYWOOD-It was the 
final breakup of an American 
home, ami it happened before 
300 weepy onlookers in a little 
corner of Queens just foot¬ 
steps away from Sunset Bou¬ 
levard. 

People sniffled and dabbed 
at their eyes throughout last 
week's taping of the season's 
last episode of "All in the 
Family." The waterworks In¬ 
side nearly matched the Bib¬ 
lical rains outside the studio 
when Gloria and Mike said 
their goodbves to Archie and 
Edith. 

The goodbyes were for 
real, and everybody in the 
invited audience — from CBS 
Network President Gene F. 
Jankowski to the mother of 
the scries creator Norman 
Lear — knew it. Rob Reiner 
and Sally Struthers, who play 
Mike and Gloria Stivic, arc 
leaving the show for separate 


projects of their own. Caroll 
O’Connor and Jean Stapleton 
as Archie and Edith Bunker 
will stay on for at least one 
more season. 

So when Edith hugged Mike 
and Archie hugged Gloria 
and Gloria hugged Edith and 
Mike even brought himself to 
hug Archie — and tell him, "I 
know you always thought I 
hated you. but I love you" — 
it was art hugging life as it 
rarely does for television or 
anything else. 

Except that about an hour 
later, everybody was hugging 
everybody else again during 
a party at the Beverly Hills 
Hotel. 

It could have been worse. 
Lear, who knocked television 
for a loop with "Family" In . 
1971 and went on to produce 
15 other series, some of them 
“Family" spinoffs, had been 
declaring all year that the 
eighth season of “All in the 
Famly" would be the last and

that production would slop 
even though the show re¬ 
mains a hit. 

CBS has anything but a 
surplus of hits, however, and 
Robert A. Daly, prsident of 
the entertainment division, 
spent long hours talking Lear 
into another season with just 
O'Connor and Stapleton, who 
were both willing to continue 
in roles that have made them 
the kind of national figures 
that only television can cre¬ 
ate. 

There were plenty of misty 
eyes anyway because Lear 
announced last week that he 
Is leaving, too — not only “All 
In the Family” but the Tan¬ 
dem Productions empire 
(“Maude,” "Good Times," 
“Mary Hartman" and many 
others) that grew out of It. 

Lear, something of a multi- 
emotional exhibitionist any¬ 
way, was also having a hard 
time keeping the old checks 
dry during the week of re¬ 
hearsals and rewrites. 

“During one run-through I 
had to go off for 10 or 15 
minutes to compose myself,” 
said Lear, In his trademark 
white pork pie hat and baggy 
sweater, “I was running 
around In dark glases much 
of the time." 

Struthers had to turn her 
back to the audience when 
Introduced to them by Lear 
prior to the final taping be¬ 
cause “I was weeping," she 
said later, Reiner recalled, 
"I'd be driving down the free¬ 
way on the way to work and 
suddenly break into tears. It 
hasn’t been an easy week." 

The viewing nation will bo 
able to see the source of all 
this trauma on March 19, 
when the last episode, No. 
824, the.A8tith show, is tele¬ 
vised on CBS. It’s the third 
part of a trilogy that began 
Sunday night when Mike 
learned he'd won a teaching 
job in Santa Barbara. Calif., 
and he and Gloria prepared 
for the move west. 

To underscore the momen- 
tousness of this milestone and 
further complicate It, Carl 
Scheele, a Smithsonian cura¬ 
tor, had arrived from Wash¬ 
ington to claim the chairs in 
which Archie and Edith have 
sat for eight years for the 
Institution’s Museum of His¬ 
tory and Technology, where 
one day they will go on per¬ 
manent exhibit. 

Lear had said yes to this 


request when he thought 
"Family" would be folding ■ 
completely. Now the Smith¬ 
sonian will have to wait at 
least a year to take posses¬ 
sion of the chairs, but the 
bearded Scheele was there 
for a brief ceremony after the 
show anyway. 

The first telecast was on 
Jan. 12, 1971. The program, 
adapted by Lear from a Brit¬ 
ish version, introduced 
America to the most unlikely 
hero ever at the helm of a 
situation comedy. In that 
first episode, O’Connor, as 
the bigoted Bunker, referred 
to members of minority 
groups as "spies” and 
“spades" and "black beau¬ 
ties" and “hebes." Much of 
the program involved argu¬ 
ments between Bunker and 
his son-in-law, Mike, whom- 
he considered a bleeding- 
heart liberal responsible for 
“the breakdown in law and 
order.” 

America had never seen or 
heard anything like this on its 
little television set before, at 
least not In the context of 
comedy entertainment, and 
CBS was so nervous about the 
show that It was sneaked onto 
the air w ithout a beep of pub¬ 
licity nor even a storyline In 
TV Guide. 

Eventually It became the 
target of repeated and pro¬ 
longed controversy, but be¬ 
yond the social significance 
of the program lies another 
fact that makes it a landmark 
in television. Never before 
has the best comedy show on 
TV also been the best dra¬ 
matic show on TV and that’s 
why none of the weeping and 
wailing on Friday night 
seemed Inappropriate. 

The Bunkers and the Stl- 
vics and the country went 
through a lot together in the 
years that followed the first 
telecast. There was Vietnam 
and Watergate and Gloria's 
miscarriage; recession, in¬ 
flation and Edith's meno¬ 
pause. Archie suffered hyper¬ 
tension; Mike, temporary 
Impotence. Edith learned 
that a lump In tier breast was 
not malignant; Gloria was 
sexually assaulted. An old 
man named Mr. Bertstein 
died in the Bunker's living 
room one night and Archie 
realized that he had never 
even learned his Jewish 
friend’s first name. 

In fact, Archie himself

came closer to death than al¬ 
most any viewer knows. 
Three years ago. when 
O’Connor was making one of 
his periodic threats to quit 
the series, writers had to 
come up with contingency 
scripts in which the family 
learned that Archie had died 
in a plane crash. 

Accordig to one of the 
show's former writers, those 
scripts never had to be filmed 
because O'Connor returned 
to the fold. But a couple of 
seasons later, the very same 
scripts were altered slightly 
and used on "Good Times" 
when the father on that show, 
played by John Amos, was 
written out of the series. 

In the final show, both the 
Stivics and the Bunkers re¬ 
peat their marital vows in a 
hilarious ceremony set in the 
living mom. 

“It’s very hard to walk 
away after eight years with 
people you love,” Reiner said 
at the party. “In that final 
scene, I didn't have to act, I 
Just had to look In Carroll's 
eyes. I’m getting choked up 
now just talking about it 
again." 

In two weeks, Reiner will 
begin work on “Free Coun¬ 
try” a series he Is developing 
for ABC that will comedically 


trace an American family 
from 1909 to the present. He 
realized, however, that he 
may never again have a role 
that becomes so much a part 
of the national consciousness 
as "Meathead," Archie Bun¬ 
ker’s son-in-law. "Let’s face 
It." Reiner said. “This show 
has had the single greatest 
Impact of all time." He said It 
is conceivable that he and 
Struthers might return for a 
guest appearance next sea¬ 
son and that the Bunkers 
might visit the Stivics In Cali¬ 
fornia. 

For now though, very little 
about next season Is being 
said. O'Connor is Insisting 
that the program be done 
without a live studio audi¬ 
ence, and Stapleton is insist¬ 
ing that it be done with one. 
During all eight years of the 
show, and the sentimentality 
of closing night notwithstand¬ 
ing, the backstage squab¬ 
bling on "All In the Family" 
has been almost as legendary 
as the fighting that took place 
on the air. But In the final 
program, Mike is probably 
speaking for the whole cast 
when he says, "There was a 
lot of arguing and fighting, 
but we had some nice times.”

). POPPY not puppy. As Implied, a POPPY Is colorful, 
which a puppy may not be. 

(. TIGHTLY not lightly. A lightly screwed cap Is easy 
(rather than “shouldn't be too difficult”) to remove. 

7 CARDS not cares. The clue tends to relate these to 
luck, favoring CARDS, as dealt, rather than cares 
(which are often those of voluntarily accepted re¬ 
sponsibilities). Also, there Is more point In distin¬ 
guishing “really bad" CARDS, since any cares can 
be trying to a person. 

I STARE not scare. "Could tend to unnerve" Is an 
understatement regarding a really nasty scare, 
which necessarily has a positively alarming effect.

HI FEED not seed. Chickens are not fed purely on grain 
or seed. In any event, the nourishment provided Is 
given In the sense of FEED. 

17. BELL not bill. By design, the BELL Is necessarily of 
suitably small size. The bill Is quite properly of 
whatever size the user makes It, which Is almost 
always larger than accessary. 

19. EARS not oars. The clue assumes there are two or 
these, but oars may be used In four or eights, or 
singly. 

25. DEED not deer. The "theme of a tale" suggests some 
event, circumstance, or element of plot.

2. PERSONS not parsons. It is natural to attribute some 
sort of view of religion 'to PERSONS In general — 
Including parsons, which there Is no real call to 
specify.

When actress Susan 
Sullivan went west to seek 
fame and fortune over three 
years ago, old Lenore was 
packed off to Washington on 
the soap, a favorite character 
written off for the time being. 
Because Susan Sullivan 
struck a responsive chord 
with viewers as Lenore, the 
folks at “Another World” 
realized It would be Impos¬ 
sible to replace her with an¬ 
other actress, so they put 
Lenore In limbo, ready to 
make her entrance in case 
Ms. Sullivan ever returned to 
the drama. 

But it looks as If Susan 
Sullivan's soap opera follow¬ 
ing will have to wait quite a 
while for her reappearance 
since she Is pretty busy these 
prime time nights as gyne 
cologlst Dr. Julie Farr, 
on ABC's "Having Babies" 
series.

O'Keeffe Returns 

Georgia O'Keeffe, long recognized as one of the major 
figures In American art, will be celebrated on Georgia 
O’Keeffe, a film portrait of the painter, at 9:15 p.m., 
Wednesday, March 15, In a return showing. 

The one-hour special, filmed by Emmy Award winner 
Perry Miller Adato, marks the first time that O'Keeffe 
agreed to extensive coverage on film of her life work. 
Adato's other credits include “An Eames Celebration,” 
“Gertrude Stein: When This You See, Remember Me,” and 
“Dylan Thomas: The World I Breathe." 

The film pictures Ms. O’Keeffe at her home In Ablqulu, 
New Mexico, where she was at work on a book about her 
paintings. From the serene desert landscapes which figure 
so strongly in many of her paintings, O’Keeffe Is followed to 
New York where she tours galleries and comments on her 
work and others. 

Ms, O’Keeffe talks freely of her marriage and devotion 
to the legendary photographer Alfred Stleglitz (the man who 
called her work “color music”) and recounts, through old 
home movies and photographs, the formative years of the 
modern art movement.

the daughter of J. K. B. Livesay, the newspaperman who 
founded The Canadian Press. 

Dorothy herself worked as a cub reporter on the 
Winnipeg Tribune and after 1936 w as associated with the 
"united front" magazine, New Frontier. In between she 
spent tw o years in France, first as a language student and 
later with a lover, absorbing the political atmosphere and 
writing poetry. 

in 1932, Jilted, she returned to Toronto and a diploma 
In social work. Field work in Montreal and New Jersey 
reinforced her radical Ideals, ("if I had the time and 
space to really record the facts of belonging to an 
underground movement In the U.S. ... I might, even 
today, compromise some of my good American 
friends.") She plunged wholeheartedly into union organi¬ 
zation, the anti-war movement and the task of alerting 
Canadians to the new social and post-Eliot literary era. 

By 1937 she had married thcosophist Duncan McNair 
and become active in Vancouver community work. But 
the war, bringing with it the Churchill-Stalin pact, dissi¬ 
pated the leftist movement and the McNairs, Isolated 
from the "party line,” withdrew into family life. By far 
the major portion of Dorothy Livesay'* work — 1-1 out of 
17 books — appeared after 1913. 

Yet the sympathetic reader of Right Hand Left Hand 
will experience a sense of loss. Livesay herself recalls 
w ith wry hindsight a conversation in 193-1 w ilh Louis Kon, 

a Russian diplomat friend of her father: "Why aren't you 
writing poems? (he asked) 'You have the lyric gift and

Livesay also tells us that an early short story, The

ed to have any different career,” had she been as if;

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Walter Gordon: Good Ideas Not Enough 


By WALTER YOUNG 



GORDON ... disillusioned 


There are two remarkable 
things about this book. One Is 
that it reveals a man of truly 
remarkable naivete, and the 
other that its publishers 
agreed to let it see the light of 
day. For many it was Walter 
Gordon's refreshing ama¬ 
teurism that made him so 
attractive as a politician: 
never devious, always enthu¬ 
siastic, he seemed to herald a 
new era in politics. In fact he 
soon found himself cut and 
bruised and disillusioned, no 
match for the pro’s In the 
cabinet and the bureaucracy. 

Having earlier read Dennis 
Smith's very good biography 
of Gordon, Gentle Patroit, 
one is hard put to under¬ 
stand why this memoir is now 
in print, especially so since 
Smith made extensive use of 
Gordon’s then unpublished 
memoirs. It does Include a 
chapter on Gordon’s activi¬ 
ties after he left politics but, 
beyond that. It doesn't pro¬ 
vide any Information not In 
Smith’s book, and the In¬ 
sights into the character of 
the man from his own pen 
add little to those gleaned 
from the earlier volume. In 
fact, this book reads very 
much like the work of an 
accountant with a slightly 
dry sense of humor and a 
somewhat bemused view of 
his life. 

Gordon's background 
places him squarely In the 
camp of Canada’s political 
and economic elite: Upper 
Canada College, RMC, and at 
29 a partnership In his fa¬ 
ther’s firm. It is characteris¬ 


tic of Gordon that he views 
his invitation to become a 
partner in Clarkson, Gordon 
and DilWorth not as a fore¬ 
gone conclusion but rather as 
a stroke of luck that provided 
him with the breaks he was 
hoping for. In fact, through¬ 
out his career things hap¬ 
pened to Gordon that a more 
cynical man would have ex¬ 
pected and prepared for but 
which, in his case, seemed 
somehow to surprise Gordon 
either with his good fortune 
or his bad luck. 

He seemed always to oper¬ 
ate on the assumption that no 
one would ever question his 
motives because they would 
know, as he did himself, that 
they were selfless and based 
on a remarkable sense of 
duty. He also seemed to be¬ 
lieve that most people in pub¬ 
lic shared his sense of duty 
and would trust him implicit¬ 
ly- 

This was perhaps never 
more obvious than in the cele¬ 
brated events surrounding 
the preparation of his first 
budget in 1963. Having re¬ 
placed the deputy minister of 
finance he proceeded to bring 
In four outsiders to help pre¬ 
pare the budget. As Gordon 
puts it rather laconically, 
"There was a bit of conflict 
between one or more of these 
newcomers and the regular 
staff of the department." It 
could hardly have been 
otherwise. 

That Gordon did not find 
himself In deeper water was 
probably due to the remark¬ 
able connections he had with 


the senior members of Otta¬ 
wa’s bureaucracy — it is, 
John Porter and others have 
told us,, the hallmark of the 
elite that they all know one 
another, have shared signal 
experiences and think, gen¬ 
erally, in the same patterns. 
The deputy minister he 
sacked, Gordon had "known 
and liked for over thirty 
years” while the man who 
took his place, Bob Bryce, 
was an old friend, and the 
Assistant Deputy Minister 
Gordon "had known since 
school days." 


Gordon was certainly not 
among strangers In Ottawa. 
What he did not realize, how¬ 
ever, was that to be known, 
liked and of sea-green Incor¬ 
ruptibility was not enough. 
One had to be tough-minded 
as well. 

But If Gordon Is to be re¬ 
membered for anything, It 
will be more for his active 
support of the cause of Cana¬ 
dian nationalism. Gordon's 
awareness of the problem 
dates from the pre-war 
period when he attempted to 
set up a holding company to 


buy up those Canadian firms 
that were being sold to 
American corporations. The 
war Intervened and It was not 
until he was finance minister 
that Gordon was able to make 
any significant moves In that 
direction. 

His first move was the 30- 

er-cent takeover tax which 

rought down on Gordon's 
head the collective wrath of 
Eric Kierans and the Mon¬ 
treal Stock Exchange. As a 
result the tax was withdrawn. 
Desite the setback, Gordon 
continued to pursue the goal 
of greater, independence eco¬ 
nomically from the U.S 
throughout his career. Al¬ 
though it failed to do much, 
the Canada Development 
Corporation was one of his 
proposals which reflected his 
view that venture capital was 
needed from a Canadian 
source. 

But perhaps the most sig¬ 
nificant move was Gordon’s 
establishment of the task 
force chaired by Melville 
Watkins. It was the Watkins 
Report on foreign ownership 
that provided the necessary 
ammunlton and the official 
credibility that the Canadian 
nationalist movement 
lacked.’ it also signalled the 
beginning of Watkins' trans¬ 
formation from liberal econ¬ 
omist to radical zealot. 

From there It was not a 
giant step to the organization 
of the Committee for an Inde¬ 
pendent Canada In 1970. The 
CIC brought together mem¬ 
bers of both the Liberal and 


liberal Intelligentsia In a con¬ 
certed attempt to focus at¬ 
tention on the Issue of Ameri¬ 
can domination. 

Like so much else that Gor¬ 
don was associated with, the 
CIC remains a good idea and, 
undoubtedly, has aroused 
more Canadians to the signif¬ 
icance of the issue than would 
otherwise have been aroused. 
But it has had little effect on 
government policy. As Gor¬ 
don says himself, "the fact Is 
that foreign cpntrol and Influ¬ 
ence over the Canadian econ¬ 
omy has proceeded and is 
still proceeding apace." 

If there Is a muted under¬ 
tone to this memoir. It is of 
disappointment tinged with 
perplexity. Walter Gordon 
had so many good ideas but 
so few of them really got off 
the ground. In some respects 
the blame must rest on Les¬ 
ter Pearson, who agreed with 
most of them but hadn’t the 
capacity as leader to force 
them through — and his rela¬ 
tionship with Pearson Is 
clearly one of Gordon’s 
major disappointments. And 
In some other respects that 
blame rests with Trudeau, 
who had and still has the 
capacity to make the 
changes, but really does't 
care. 

In the final analysis, how¬ 
ever, the blame, if blame 
needs to be assigned, rests 
with Gordon himself, who 
didn't learn until too late that 
in politics it takes more than 
decent fellows with good 
ideas to make the running.

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Malahat Review Roots Here 
But Horizons Are Broad

There Is no doubt that the coming of Robin Skelton to 
British Columbia, and his foundation of the Malahat 
Review in Victoria in 1967, have had something of 
a catalytic effect on the literary culture of the West 
Coast. Skelton came with the reputation of a good minor 
English poet, an intelligent anthologist (he had two 
Penguin anthologies to his credit) and an authority on W. 
B. Yeats, J. M. Synge and the Irish renaissance in 
general. From Its beginning Malahat Review was de¬ 
scribed as “an international quarterly of life and let¬ 
ters"; It was the first of Its kind not only in British 
Columbia, but In Canada as a whole, and it set out to 
compete on the same level with established and presti¬ 
gious Journals like Partisan Review and Sewanee Review 
in the United States, and The London Magazine and 
Encounter In Britain, though unlike Encounter it avoided 
politics and kept to the arts, extending itself beyond mere 
letters to Include many well-illustrated articles on the 
contemporary visual arts. 


Better Known Abroad 


In such cosmopolitan Company Malahat Review has 
kept its end up very well. Visually It is a pleasingly 
designed magazine, and It is printed with the exemplary 
craftsmanship that Charles Morriss of Victoria has con¬ 
tributed to west coast magazines ever since he began to 
print Canadian Literature In 1959. The elegant look of 
Malahat has not been belied by Its contents. Not only 
has It printed almost every Canadian writer of signifi¬ 
cance, but it has also published. In translation or in the 
original English, the work of dozens of Important content 
porary writers from abroad. 

A glance at just a few of the issues on my shelves 
calls up names like Robert Graves and Octavio Paz and 
Salvatore Quasimodo, of Anna Akhmatova and Denise 
I.cvertov and Richard Aldington, of John Wain and David 
Gascoyneymd Gunter Eich. And then there have been the 
monumental special issues, of which I remember with 
particular pleasure those devoted to Herbert Read, to 
Margaret Atwood and to Nietzsche, each of them an 
authoritative compendium on and by Its subject. 

Over the years Malahat has developed by such means 
a high reputation among the handful of literary maga¬ 
zines that are recognized throughout the English writing 
world; I suspect indeed that its merits are tetter appre¬ 
ciated in London and New York than they are in 
the enclosed parochial world of literary Toronto. 

And this beings me to what I feet Is the pecular 
achievement of Malahat. It does not lie only In the list of 
distinguished names or the editorial balance of the 


Words for Young

How much do children really need a dictionary spe¬ 
cially designed for them? I haven't seen one before, so 
perhaps Macmillan's Dictionary for Children is a break¬ 
through; on the other hand, it may be, like electric 
finger-nail clippers, a refinement we could do without. 

This Is a handsome volume and much of what it does 
makes sense: large print, colored pictures, simplified 
definitions, every word set In a sentence to clarify 
meaning. But there are, naturally, many words that it 
does not include, and there Is nothing more irritating than 
looking up a word that Isn’t there, no matter how old you 
are. 

But browsing Is the other great pleasure of a dic¬ 
tionary, and this one is so easy and attractive, so sensible 
about children’s needs that it cannot but encourage them 
to enjoy browsing. The question remains as to whether 
browsing is something you only do in the process of 
looking up a word. For me the two were always, still are, 
inextricably connected. So I remain doubtful about the 
value of this kind of dictionary, while allowing that in a 
television age we do need to sell the pleasures of words a 
little more forcefully.

issues, but even more in Skelton's manifestation of an 
important political-cultural truth which it Is time our 
blind men in Ottawa came to recognize. It is the truth that 
the nation-state Is ended, politically and culturally, as a 
viable form. We are moving Into an era when our survival 
— andl mean this personally as well as politically — will 
depend on the reconcilatlon of two complelmentary urges 
that are beginning to dominate the world, the cosmopoli¬ 
tan urge and the regional urge. 

Nationalism, In the old-fashioned centralists form 
that both Trudeau's Literals and the literary nationalists 
represent, is sulcidally hostile to both these humanist 
tendencies, and this means that regionalism ran only sur¬ 
vive if it is allied to internationalism and vice versa. 

This Is not the place to follow up the political implica¬ 
tions of this argument (with which I know Robin Skelton 
largely agrees): I have already done that elsewhere. The 
cultural implications arc those with which I am now con¬ 
cerned, and I would say that the great strength of 
Malahat is that, no matter what universal sky its 
branches may reach into, it Is rooted In local soil, and 
has never failed to recognize the richness of the special 
culture of Canada's west coast. 

Now, in Malahat's largest issue yet — a veritable 
book of 352 pages which is being sold for the extraordinar¬ 
ily low price of $3 — Skelton celebrates at the same time 
the 75th anniversary of the beginnings of the University 
of Victoria and the present-day "West Coast Renais¬ 
sance" with a broad selection of writing by and about 
many of our contemporary British Columbian writers 
and visual artists. 


A Study of P. K. Page

There Is an amazing amount of good material here, 
along with some that Is jejune and some that Is Juvenile. 
Poetry takes up most of the space, which is not 
entirely fair to the good fiction and the good drama now 
being written on the West Coast. Apart from Skelton's 
Introductory "Comment” and the epilogue by Charles 
Lillard which rather rashly purports to be “A Guide to 
the West Coast Renaissance”, there are only five 
prose items: two In fiction, including a remarkable story 
— "Nana" by Rona Murray — about Vancouver Island 
survivors from the age of the remittance men, and three 
critical essays on West Coast poets, of which the only one 
that rises above respectable term-paper standard is 
Constance Rooke’s remarkable piece, “P. K. Page: The 
Chameleon and the Centre,” perhaps the best study of 
Page that has yet been written. 

No less than 41 poets are represented in the jubilee 
Malahat, but the richness of poetry in British Columbia at 
the present time is perhaps illustrated as much by the 
good poets who are absent as by those who are included. 
One looks In vain for the work of active poets like 
George Bowerlng, Lionel Kearns, Bill Bissett, Daphne 
Marlatt, George Amabile, Andreas Schroeder, Robin 
Blaser and Peter Trower. There are in fact so many poets 
working In British Columbia at present that Frank 
Candelaria, editor of West Coast Review, has pre¬ 
pared an anthology which will be out shortly of 72 active 
local poets, almost twice as many'as appear in the 
Jubilee issue of Malahat, and that still touches the edge of 
the field. 

So many poets! And one Is delighted at their pres¬ 
ence, for each gives something to the special atmosphere 
that makes the West Coast worth staying for, that 
justifies Ignoring Toronto’s temptations of easier money 
and hollower prestige. But how many of these people 
really write the kind of poetry that raises the hair at 
appropriate places with the shudder of encountering a 
voice that at once rings true in the mind? Of the 41 
Skelton and Lillard have selected, I would say six at most 
have this effect on me, and only one of them, Susan 
Musgrave, Is still among the really young. The others are 
poets one has alrady been reading for years with the 
same frisson: P. K. Page, the test of them all, and then 
Pat Lane, Gwladys Downes, Mike Doyle, Skelton himself, 
and Sean Virgo, with an extraordinary long peom called 
"Deathwatch on Skldegate Narrows", which on first 
reading strikes me as one of the few good long poems 
written in this country, though I would like to reserve a 
final judgment for at least two more readings. 

For the rest there is promise, often somewhat wea 
kened by the mutual Imitativcncss of the self-regimented 
young. In his introductory “Comment" Robin Skelton 
presents the idea that a surprising proportion of the

poetry now being written In British Columbia Is psychic 
rather than psychological, which he relates to the ani¬ 
mistic attitudes of local Indians, their sense that the 
whole world of animate and inanimate beings Is Instinct 
with spirit. Well and good; It was an Indian concept and It 
survives, as 1 know, among the Indians. But. how 
many people — even young and sensitive people — 
brought up in our world of television and junk food and 
even Junkier public education, can really relate to a stale 
of mind so moulded by dependence on the wilderness and 
Its seasonal rhythms as that of the pre-Cook Indians? 
How many can really make the leap of Imaginative 
empathy? 

Very few, I believe. Robin Skelton himself — as I do 
— relates to a much more Celtlcally psychic world, and 
the one among all the 41 poets I read In this issue of 
Malahat who seemed to have assimilated the Coast 
Indian myths without poetic self-destruction or at least 
self-neutralization is Susan Musgrave, whose past works 
cheerfully endure a gauche treatment in Sharon McMil¬ 
lan's essay, “Susan Musgrave: Ringing the Blind Memo¬ 
ry", and whose new poems In this Issue present the rare 
feat of having survived immersion In an alien psychic 
world and come to surface with a living personal myth 
running through them. 

One glories at Susan Musgrave’s personal achieve¬ 
ment; the disconcerting side of the phenomenon Is that at 
27 Musgrave has already become a kind of literary guru, 
whom a number of the yet younger poets In Malahat 
imitate without undergoing the series of psychic trans¬ 
formations that made Musgrave an original poet. Deba¬ 
sement by Imitation is unfortunately inevitable when a 
literary world is overcrowded. Whenever a renaissance 
takes place one has to weigh pleasure at the sense of 
activity against concern over the dilution of standards, 
and the “West Coast Renaissance" Is no exception. 


Poets Always Here 

There are Indeed more poets at work in British 
Columbia today than there were 10, or 20, or 30 years ago.. 
But are more good poems being written? A few no doubt, 
but hardly in proportion to the crowd of new names. And 
the idea Skelton and Lillard bring forward, that the West 
Coast Renaissance is a new phase that began round about 
1961 Is totally untenable. When I came here in ltkfo poets 
like Dorothy Llvesay, Earle Bimey, Roy Daniels and Ann 
Marriot were hard at work, and what we lacked 
was not poets but magazines for them to appear in and 
publishers to risk their books. The poets were there but 
not greatly visible. 

Not long afterwards others like Phyllis Webb, Daryl 
Hine and Gwladys Downes began to write, and before the 
1950s had ended there was such a strong movement here 
that eastern poets like A1 Purdy and Milton Acorn and 
later on Margaret Atwood were attracted to settle down 
for brief or quite long periods in the Coast. The difference 
now is that poets can publish early and perhaps too 
often.The Jubilee issue of Malahat Is a grand and gener 
ous gesture, but it could have been cut by at least a third 
without losing quality or interest.

Robert Payne, a Cornlshman long 
domiciled In New York, has for many 
yeara cultivated the habit of gath¬ 
ering armfuls of books from the New 
York Public Library and using them as 
raw material for euperflclal works of 
his own. It has proved to be a singularly 
profitable habit. 

At first he produced a few books 
about China, then wrote a so-so biogra¬ 
phy of Albert Schweitzer, followed by 
light biographies of Dostoyevsky. Chek¬ 
hov and Boris Pasternak. He then pro¬ 
duced The Terrorists, an account of 
the activities of Russian revolutionaries 
of the 19th century, and this led him In 
1961 to publish The Life and Death 
of Lenin, the book that established his 
reputation as a writer of popular blo- 
grahy. 

The following year Payne produced 
The Rise and Fall of Stalin, and then 
abruptly turned his back on Russia to 
write biographies of Gandhi, Hitler, and 
Churchill. Now, some dozen years after 
the Lenin and Stalin books, he has given 
us The Life and Death of Trotsky — 
which many of us expected In 1966 
as the obvious final volume of a trilogy. 

Having now read his Trotsky, and 
carried out the necessary checking of 
his books about Lenin and Stalin, It Is 
clear why this work was held-back. A 
mere 53 pages deal with childhood and 
the formative years; about 150 pages 
cover the already well documented 
years of exile, culminating In assassina¬ 
tion; and the remainder of the book — 
the bulk of It — Is Just a rehash of 
material used In the Lenin and Stalin 
biographies. 

Payne Is not the first to do this. I 
mention It because this case Is particu¬ 
larly blatant. Maybe he thought that 
after such a long Interval and two 
changes of publishers no one would 
notice, but he should know that profes¬ 
sional reviewers, like Elephants, have 
long memories, and a duty to their 
readers. 

However, having said that 1 must 
now deal with the book In question. In 
view of the considerable amount of 
available literature about Trotsky, to 
say nothing of the formidable list of 
Trotsky's own published work, do we 
need yet another biography? I think we 
do because the man is endlessly fascin¬ 
ating and it Is accepted that with¬ 
out this Intellectual activist the Russian 
Revolution would not have succeeded.

Trotsky was complex and enigmatic 
and the web of myth that has distorted 
the real man may never be pene 
trated. Certainly Payne has not suc¬ 
ceeded. but his book Aloes have the merit 
of presenting Issues and events In clear 
language, unencumbered by the usual 
probings of the murky depths of dia¬ 
lectical materialism. 
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TROTSKY ... enigmatic 


What we have Is a portrait of an 
unusual personality, a man whose pas¬ 
sion and brilliance Inspired a nation of 
millions to rebellion, whose Influence 
spanned continents and whose flamboy¬ 
ance spawned Trotskyltes from one end 
of the earth to the other. 

Unlike Lenin, who didn't have a drop 
of Russian blood In his veins, Trotsky 
was a Russian, but a type of Rus¬ 
sian his revolutionary colleagues 
couldn't understand. He was a Europe¬ 
an, a cosmopolitan, a well read man 
who was at ease In any society and able 
to make himself understood In half-a- 
dozen languages. And he was always 
the questing student seeking to solve 
Insoluble problems. 

In addition to eloquence and a grace 
of manner he also possessed physical 
courage and organizing ability, and was 
able In 1917 to capture the Winter Pal¬ 
ace In Petrograd and bring about the 
fall of the provisional government with¬ 


out bloodshed and then, without any 
military training, take command of the 
Red Army In the field and turn a dis¬ 
pirited rabble Into a disciplined and 
successful force. Without him the revo¬ 
lution would have spluttered and died. 

Trotsky had qualities neither Lenin 
nor Stalin possessed, but unlike them he 
could never reconcile his absolutism 
with his.love of freedom. And he had two 
fatal flaws: an excessive pride and a 
supreme contempt for others, flaws he 
shared with Napoleon. Like Napoleon, 
he dared to do impossible things, but 
like Napoleon he never understood w hy 
everyone didn't admire him and why 
some wanted to destroy him. 

Lenin organized the revolution, 
Trotsky made It possible, and Stalin 
made himself heir to It. The civilized 
Trotsky was no match for the wily, 
ruthless Stalin who, after engineering 
Lenin's murder, systematically liquid¬ 
ated the old guard to make himself 
undisputed dictator. 

Trotsky was Stalin's chief rival and 
therefore arch-enemy, so Stalin treated 
him differently. In the manner of Ivan 
the Terrible he tortured him slowly. 
First came enforced exile, then the 
removal of his name from the his¬ 
tory books so that he became a non-per¬ 
son. Then, over a period, came the 
murder of old friends and associates, 
followed by the murder of relatives. 
Including Trotsky's two sons, and fin 
ally assassination of Trotsky himself. 

Payne recounts the story of 
Trotsky’s life and death well enough, 
and so he should considering that It has 
been told many times before, but I 
should have thought that he would have 
enjoyed adding weight to the narrative 
by occasionally leaving the well-beaten 
track. 


For Instance, It would have been 
Interesting to discuss how far Trotsky 
(and Lenin and Stalin) strayed from the 
sociological theories founded by Marx 
and Engels, particularly the basic 


Marxist axioms. But even more Inter¬ 
esting would hava been a discussion on 
how the revolution affected the three 
chief performers. 

Lenin was a bom plotter, never hap¬ 
pier than when In exile shaping his 
revolutionary Ideas In the great li¬ 
braries of Europe. The sudden events of 
1917 caught him by surprise and the 
happy plotter wasn't Intellectually 
equipped to deal with success. Stalin 
couldn't have engineered or secured 
. ^ravalutlon, but he had the running 
and ruthlessness to take advantage of a 
ready-made situation. 

Even If Payne had not wished to 
become Involved with Lenin and Stalin 
In his way, he might at least have 
made an attempt to explain Trotsky's 
downfall, which was due not only to 
Stalin’s savagery and Trotsky's Inner 
seeds of self-destruction, but largely to 
the fact that Trotsky was first and 
foremost an Oppositionist. Like Marx he 
emphasized the struggle against estab¬ 
lished capitalism, and like Marx he 
gave little or no thought to what to do 
when the opposition was removed. 

Fate determined that Trotskv should 
remain In opposition until he died — In 
opposition to Stalin. With his logical and 
pedagogical mind he knew that true 
cause Is followed by true effect, there¬ 
fore to him Stalin's show trials and 
subsequent actions were absurd — apd 
puzzling. 

Marxism, like all religions, Including 
Christianity, Is arrogant because It Is 
possessed of absolute truths, and 
„ Trotsky, who considered himself to be 
~* J the leading Marxist, was arrogance per¬ 
sonified. No wonder he couldn't fathom 
Stalin — who was a follower of Machla- 
velll, not Marx. 

Had Trotsky read Machiavelll's Dis- 
corsl he would have come across this 
word of advice: "He who establishes a 
dictatorship and does not kill Brutus, or 
he who founds a republic and does 
not kill the sons of Brutus, will only 
reign a short time." 

Lenin reigned for four years. Stalin 
reigned for 31 years. Trotsky, the hero 
of the Russian Revolution and one of the 
tragic giants of our lime, never reigned 
at all.

The Rich Get New Myths to Justify Exploitation 


The poor, it seems, have 
always been with us — but 
never before have they been 
with us in such overwhelming 
numbers as they are today. 
Statistics show that more 
than two billion human 
beings, over half the world's 
total population, are living In 
nations where the 1973 Gross 
National Product came to 
less than $200 per capita. 

These, then, arc The Vast 
Majority of mankind, who 
provide the title for Michael 
Harrington's new book on the 
people of the Third World 
and their plight. For the most 
part they live hand-to-mouth, 
in varying degrees of squal¬ 
or, with the spectre of starva¬ 
tion never far from their 
door. They are the wretched 
of the earth: the hangdog, the 
hungry, the hopeless. They 
press down like a crown of 
thorns on the brow of the 
world's collective con¬ 
science. We ignore them at 
our peril. 


Harrington, of course. Is 
the eloquent social critic and 
political scientist whose ear¬ 
lier study, The Other Ameri¬ 
ca, has been credited with 
reawakening the U.S. public 
to a renewed awareness of 
the Impoverished within their 
own borders, and of Inspiring 
the much-publicized War on 
Poverty of the 1960s. Ideolog¬ 
ically, he Is a socialist, 
though fortunately not a doc¬ 
trinaire one. More Important, 
he Is a man of conscience. 

And like any true man of 
conscience, he is above all a 
committed foe of those com¬ 
placently self-serving myths 
which permit the over privi¬ 
leged of the world — and that, 
In the present context, In¬ 
cludes almost all Canadians 
— to wax self-righteously fat 
at the expense of their less 
fortunate fellows. 

While the main burden of 
Harrington's thrust in this 
book Is analytical and prag¬ 
matic, Us most compelling 
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chapters are those In which 
he chronicles his own Jour- 
neylngs, as a self-professed 
"tourist of degradation," Into 
the teeming enclaves of the 
Third World poor. These con¬ 
sist of excerpts from the day- 
to-day journals he kept dur¬ 
ing brief visits to India, 
Kenya, Tanzania, and Mexi¬ 
co — spontaneous yet sophis¬ 
ticated reactions and Im¬ 
pressions which vividly 
convey, pre«lsely as intend¬ 
ed, “the immediate impact of 
the Third World reality on a 
Western man." 

In the rest of the book. Har¬ 
rington strives to come to 
terms with these disturbing 
realities by turning to social 
and economic theory, in the 
hope that a broadly abstract¬ 


ed overview can lead finally 
to workable solutions. He 
traces the present division of 
the world between “a North 
Pole of affluence and a South 
Pole of wretchedness" back 
to the 16th century, when 
western Europe began par¬ 
leying the "slight edge" that 
its emergent capitalistic 
socio-economic system had 
gained (over Its rival civiliza¬ 
tions) Into Its present position 
of worldwide economic domi¬ 
nance. 

"The North-South gap," he 
observes, "was Initially fa¬ 
shioned by means of slavery 
and conquest; then, In the 
19th century, It was deepened 
and institutionalized by 
means of the world market.” 
And while the International

market system has evolved 
considerably over the last 
hundred years, It still Incor¬ 
porates and perpetuates 
those same "perverse priori¬ 
ties" originally built Into It 
during the colonial era. It re¬ 
mains, In essence, a device 
for exploiting the poor na¬ 
tions for the benefit of the 
rich. 

This background, needless 
to say, has already been lu¬ 
cidly traced by such Insight¬ 
ful authorities as Gunnar 
Myrdal and Barbara Ward, 
and Harrington's exposition 
has little to add to theirs. 
Nevertheless, It serves to 
spotlight the ongoing evolu¬ 
tion of yesterday's colonial¬ 
ism and racism into their 
contemporary equivalent — 
the fashionable "econo- 
mlsm" of today. 

For, as Harrington demon¬ 
strates, It Is precisely the 
plausible-sounding "econo- 
mislic" prescriptions, fa¬ 


vored by government econo¬ 
mists in both developed 
nations and the Third World 
countries alike, which serve 
to reinforce and perpetuate 
the gross injustices of the 
current International order. 
Basically, they set out to cure 
the symptoms by escalating 
the very disease that brought 
them on In the first place. 

Those who sincerely advo¬ 
cate such well-intentioned 
follies are aptly character¬ 
ized by Harrington as "cruel 
innocents" — misguided 
souls who. "in a spirit of sin¬ 
cere compassion." are sys¬ 
tematically waging “a gen¬ 
teel and proper campaign 
against the poor " On the 
whole, he observes, “they are 
decent, humane, technocra¬ 
tic, liberal, but malevolent" 
— all In all, then, the best and 
the brightest among us. But 
they are none the less guilty 
of crimes against humanity 
for that.
